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THE NEW DEAL FOR YOUTH 


WITH. the annual summer dispersal in full swing, and a surcease, 
if only partial and temporary, from the customary round of 
communal activities, an opportunity is given for undisturbed 
reflection on Anglo-Jewish conditions. To the eye of calm 
scrutiny, however, one aspect of Anglo-Jewish life always, instanily 
and inevitably, presents itself—the aspect provided by the youth 
of our people: Im fact, the youth are the core of the Anglo- 
Jewish problem. Around them centre all possibilities, good or 
bad, and even, it is an obvious truism to say, the quéstion whether 
there is to be a worth-while future at all for Jewry in these islands. 
indeed, the Jewish youth of to-day and to-morrow may have to 
carry burdens and to undergo tests of their Jewish fibre from 
which it is the prime duty of the present generation to help them 
emerge successfully, 

This question of the Youth is not one that confronts only the 
Jews of this land. Many countries—including Dictator-ridden ones 
—have realised the sovereign importance to the national future of 
the proper upbringing of their'children. The totalitarian rulers, of 
course, have their own conception of what is “ proper.’’ It consists 
in the militarisation and regimentation of the young. Other 
States, Britain for instance, have different ideas on the subject. 
In this country “proper’’ means the development of the mind 
and the body and the character of the youth in an atmosphere 
of freedom and health. It is fair to say that Great Britain to-day 
‘S aS youth-conscious as any country in the world, and is steadily 
Set_ upon dealing with this master-problem of all peoples in an 
cnlightened and resolute spirit. By its increased efforts to 
‘weep away slums, by its health services, by its provision at cheap 
Prices Of wholesome food in the schools, by its gradual improve- 
ment of working conditions, by its national fitness campaign, by 
its raising of the school-leaving age, by its intensified search for 
new and better methods of education, as illustrated in the 
Programme of the British Association, and in many other ways, 
it has proclaimed, and is operating, a new deal for youth. 

In the fruit of these beneficent efforts, which yet are 
far from perfection, the Jews of this country will enjoy 
their rightful share. But is there mot much else that 
the Jews themselves can do specifically for those who to- 


morrow are to be the banner-bearers of the Jewish cause 
in this land? Have they not special duties to their own youth 
which it is no business of the State to perform? There is not a 
doubt about it. We have to build up a young Jewry emancipated 
from the conditions and the spirit of the narrow and constricted 
urban cnvironments which it inherited. We have to rear a 
generation which has imbibed the best traditions of its neighbours 
without abandoning its ewn loyalties. We have, in a word, to 
create a Jewry that will not only te healthier in tody and mind 
but, just because it is healthier, and attuned to the national as well 
as its Jewish ideals, will, so far as is within its own power, live in 
peace and brotherhood with its fellow-citizens. 

To the credit of the Community, be it said, it is showing itself 
growingly alive to this imperious task. Our columns during the 
last few weeks have shown the Jewish youth going into camp, and 
Stretching its limts in the bracing breezes of the countryside. They 
have shown it engaged in healthy sport, acquiring the team spirit so 
character stic of Britons but too often lacking in Jews, learning the 
virtuc:s of a kindly discipline designed to be sublimatcd into self- 
discipline, ccmpseting in friendly games w:th non-Jews, and, as we 
remarked last week, drinking in the be.t traditions of this land of 
crdered liberty, while not forgetting its own re igious faith. But 
this, admirable as it is, is not the limit of what ought to or can be 
done. We need much more on the same lines—more and more of 
our young brouvht into the liberat-nz cond tions of the Summer 
Camp. 

And we need other things, too. Some—perhaps many—of our 
e'ders have not yet risen to the full height of their duty. If they 
had, the youth movement would not lack leaders for its clubs. 
The older among us must realise that they have a part to play in 
the rightful rearing of the coming race. It is not only in the 
camp that characters are formed, that discipline, the love of fair 
play, respect for the rights and cpinions of others, are taught. 
The school, and the home, too, are powerful instructors. The 
Jewish school has particularly to stress the ethical aspects of the 
Jewish Faith, and the parents have to see to it that their children 
attend for this teaching, Jew sh parental love must not pass into 
pernicious idolatry which robs ch.ldren of all discipline and con- 
sideration for others, and turns good human material in.o egoists, 
pr.gs, and perhaps something woise. They have, above all else, to 
stop preaching material success as the be-all and end-ali of 
existence, and, by the.r own example, to enforce the supremacy of 
spiritual values. 

We should like to see the leaders of the Community, who are 
mere names to the youth—if even that—mingle more with the 
young in their games and their camps, How else can they expect 
communa! understanding in the future, and make themselves* a 
real and living influence? His Masesty THE KING, true to the 
fine traditions of his family, has given a wonderful lead. Year 
after year he has mixed with the lads in camp, and, though now 
Sovereign of the world’s mightiest Empire, continues that 
practice with evident zest. Where the Sovereign leads even the 
highest and mightiest of communal potentates need not hesitate 
to follow. And why, let it be asked, could not a camp such as 
that which KiInG GrorGe attends—a camp bringing poor lads and 
rich together—be established in our own Community ? It might 
have beneficent effects, and at least it would show that Jews 
not only preach the brotherhood of men but ensue it in their own 
household. Let one warning, however, be uttered in connection 
with the whole of this subject of the youth. In this country 
Jews have the right to develop and express themselves freely. 
Upon them, then, lies the imperative task of endeavouring to prove 
that, under such conditions, Jew and Gentile can live amicably 
and to their common advantage, comrades mutually respectful 
and unitedly serving the highest interests of their common 
country. That young Jewry should be equipped for their part 
in this task is therefore our prime duty. We are the trustees 
not only for the future generation of Jews, but for their brethren 
everywhere, as well as, conjointly with others, for the principles 
of freedom, democracy, and human brotherhood. If we are good 
Jews that truth will night and day te with us and guide our every 
thought and action. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


HEARST’S ONSLAUGHT ON “ARYANISM” 


WiLLIAM RANDOLPH Hearst, the great American newspaper proprietor, 
has not in the past been conspicuous by reason of any pro-Jewish 
prejudice. An article, therefore, from his pen in all his Sunday 
journals, has all the more significance. In_ this, he mercilessly 
flays the follies and excesses of Herr Hitler, as well as those of 
Signor Mussolini “trailing after him.” “if the Aryan race,” he 
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exclaims, “cannot take care of itself in competition with other races, 
then it is an inferior race, and should not be preserved. 
Certainly it will never be preserved by eliminating from its 
midst any peoples of superior intelligence or energy or appli- 
cation or endurance of whose competition it may be afraid.” 
America to-day, he says, is the strongest and richest and most 
progressive and prosperous nation in the world because it is 
“not a so-called ‘pure’ race, not a deteriorated in-bred race, 
not a hundred per cent. Aryan or any other race.” Purity, he 
declares, is in the mind, not merely in the blood. “ The purest race is 
the race with the purest principles and practices, the race with the 
highest and noblest ideals and achievements. Europe can have i's 
Aryan race, and its Aryan wars, and its Aryan prejudices, and its 
Aryan tyrannies, and its Aryan remnants and refuse. Europe's race ts 
for the past—-the dark and dismal past. The American race is for the 
bright, happy, and hopeful future.” 

In these downright and stinging words the abyss ts laid bare which 
yawrs between the new world and parts of the old, between the pagan 
reaction of “ Aryanism”™ and the essentially religious and progressive 
outiook of the free demccracies. It is an abyss of which Nazism 
will, if it is wise, take heed betimes. 


“ANGLO-JEWISH ALLIANCE” 

At least one Italian has been driven to find some explanation for the 
remarkable volte face of his country towards its small and loyal Jewish 
cemmunity, tut his effort, alas, takes a fantastic shape. The funda- 
mental fact, writes this gentlerran (Signor Ansaldo), which explains 
the present ant'-Jewish campaign in is the tncreasingly close 
“alliance” between the Jews and the British Empire. The Italian 
attitude to the Jews, he goes on to say, is nota revival of medieval Fatred 


but a legitimate retaliation against the Anglo-Jewish alliance, to wh'ch 
Italy will never yield. This “alliance,” it seems, began with the rise of the. 


Puritans, who ceveloped a similarity of temperament and ideals to 
those-of the Jews. It grew with the growth of “ English Imperialism ” 
and other things, Ceveloped still further in the nineteenth century 
(the “golden century” of the Jews), and was further s renghened 
during the Great War. And then came the Balfour Declaration which 
“ set the seal on this solidarity.” How the “alliance” was strengthened 
curing the Great War, when Jewish subjects of Geimany, Austria, 
Turkey, e:c., feught against England, is not explained. Nor are we 
told why the moment when England and Italy have made up their 
quarrel should be chosen for campaigning against Italian Jews 
on the ground that they are the allies of Italy's new friend. 
Apparently it is the fact thatthe imaginary “alliance” “ functioned 
so well against Italy during the Abyssinian War” which makcs it 
recessary to “react against the Jews.” This can cnly mean either 
iFat the new campaign ts ore of revenge, directed 
Jews, or that, by a further act of “imitation,” it is to be carried 
on, Hitler-wise, against all the Jews in the world. | 


“SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 

THE results for the Jewish people are painted as scrious. “ The States 
which do not intend to succumb before the Anglo-Saxon wor'd system 
consider them (the Jews) as more or less conscicus agents of Ang o-Saxon 
power, against whom they must defend themselve;.” In short, the Jews 
are to be maltreated in future not because of all ged racial qualities, but 
because they are friendly with England, and every time a_ political 
Cifference arises between England and certain other countries, the Jews 
will pay the penalty. This is the cld scapegoat practice in an acute 
form! Would not Signor Ansaido be talking greater sense if he 
realised that there is no “a'lance” between Jews and England, but 


— Only a community of spirit between two bodies of peop'e guided by 


the highest eth cal ideals? That community exists between Jews and 
the peoples of other countrics besides England. But no-one except 
Signor Ansaldo would write nonsense about, say; a .Franco-Jewish 
“alliance.” As for the Jewish re-settlement in Palestine. this was a 
movement sponsored by the League of Nations, with Italy's assent. 
It carries no further political significance for loyal Jewish citizens in 
any country on the map, as the first war would quickly show. 


THE PRICE OF NAZISM 

THE storm signals are once more up in Europe, and aga‘n it is with 
Germany's rulers and their national mobil’sation that the troub'e arises. 
One says “rulers,” for reports from the Reich indicate that the German 
people as a whole are peacefully disposed, not to add apprehensive at 
the events which are passing before their eyes and which they <re 
powerless to contro!. It is a heavy price to pay for the “ blessings” of 
Nazi rule, but it is not the only bill that has to be met. A state of 
economic anxiety, illustrated by the slump on the Berlin Bourse, 
has been brought about by the work-finding and atmaments 
rolicies of the Nazi Government, and the tremendous taxation now 
imposed. Prices are higher, and profits less. Real wages are lower, 
and the cost of living greater than in other highly industrialised 
countries of Europe. One need not exaggerate unduly the Significance 
of the actual facts, but, taking them all in all, the picture offz:ed by the 
German economy under Dictator rule is not one that any democratic 
It certainly presents a different scene from that 
which the perfervid foreign champions of Nazism have called on their 
fellow-countrymen to admire.

THE BOOMERANG 


OnE aspect, however, of Germany's economic disturbance is especially 
to be noted. According to a semi-official explanation of the Berlin 
Stock Exchange slump, the recent new drive against the German Jews 
was partiy responsible, because it forced them to throw their securities 
overboard at any price which they might realise. Alternatively, the semi- 
official statement suggests that the “ Aryans ” who were busy “ buying ” 
Jewish businesses were compelled to liquidate their holdings in order to 
find ready cash. if this be so, then we have here an illustration of the truth 
that the attempt of any nation to eradicate a community living within its 
borders cannot be consummated without serious reactions on its own 
industrial and financial position. These reactions are not even con- 
fined to the sphere of the stock markets. The replacement of old- 
established and experienced Jewish manufacturers and business men 
by greedy and incompetent “ Aryan” rivals was bound, as was pointed 
out in these columns at the beg nning of the Nazi onset, to s'ow down 
the tempo of German business, and that effect, we are disposed to 
think, is already showing itself in the Reich. 


Moreover, signs of the same process are evidencing themselves 
elsewhere. In Laly, the DAILY TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post reports, 
Jewish retailers, fearing ostracism from Fasc'st life, have cancelled 
orders to faciorics, with the result of what is described as a general 
slewing down in business. In Czechoslovakia the mere approach of 
the shadow of a Nazi-minded regime has sent industries scampering 
from the Sudeten areas, thus intensifying the depression there. 
Political or racial prejudice, says the Prague correspondent of THE 
Times, has, unfortunately, been a contributing factor to the slump. 
Countries like Hungary and Poland, which think to find salvation 
at the expense of the Jew, would do well to take these facts to heart, 


A PLAN FOR JEWISH SETTLEMENT 


IN a long letter to THe TIMES, a correspondent (Mrs. Arthur Grenfell) 
seis out a plan for solving the problem of the homelessness of the Jews. 
The scheme runs as follows : 

In certain Jewish circles it is held that in return for a definitely so- 
named British-Palestinian passport, a yearly sum, variously computed 
at from £2 to £10 a head a Jew inall Jewry, could be raised. Such a pass- 
port would be a token of dual status, that of member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and of the Jewish race, with the proteciion 
that the former and the contributions that the latter would imply. If 
the population of Jewry is taken at 16,000,000 and halved to represent 
those unwilling or unable to subscribe, and taking the lowest contribu- 
tion suggested, a yearly fund of £16,000,00) could be raised. 

With this sum, it is argued, the British Government could finance 
settlement of Jews in the Crown Colonies, Mandated Territor.es 
(Palestine included ?), and, with the consent tf their Governments, in the 
Dominions, or “in countries willin’, but financially unable, to permit 
tnem.” 


NOT PRACTICAL POLITICS 


ONE apprec ates, of course, the good intentions of the propounder of 
this p'an, but one fears that she has hardly understood its imptications. 
Apparently the Jews outside Britain are invited voluntarily to shed 
their citizenship and adopt the dual status of Briton and Palestinian. 
One could not imagine a surer way than such denationalisation of 
starting an anti-Jewish campaign wherever it does not exist, and 
aggravating it in every coun'ry where it dogs. 

Even if some nations lent themselves to the scheme, the Jews of, 
say, Poland, would not dare to participate in it even if they were so 
inclined. They would rghtly interpret it as a Polish trap. Certainly 
the Jews in the United States, from whom much of the money 
would have to come, would not look at it. They would very 
sensibly point out that they do not need a brib>. They have 
given great sums for Jewish settlement, and would not be back- 
In any case, where are the Crown 
Colonies, Mandated Territories, Dominions, or other countries ready 
to take “self-governing” Jewish settlements? We already know, 
on the authority of the British Government, that there is no room for 
them in the Crown Colonies. If Jewry are to contribute—supposing that 
were poss b'e-— £16,000,000 a year for the purpose of Jewish settie- 
ment, what miracles might not be performed in Palestine, both in the 
settlement of Jews and tre re-settlement of Arabs ?

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Obituary 


SIR LANDON RONALD 


The world-renowned musician and conductor, Sir Landon Ronald, 
formerly Principal of the Guildhall School of Music, passed away at his 
London residence on Sunday after a long tlness. 

Born in June, 1873, Landon Ronald was the son of Henry Russell, 
who was famed as a composer of popular songs. He received his 
musical education at the Royal 
College of Music. Among his 
professors were Sir Hubert Parry, 
Sir Frederick Bridge, and Sir 
Charles Villiers Stanford. At the 
age of sixteen and a half, he made 
his debut as solo pianist in the 
mime play, “ L’Enfant Prodigue,” 
but his natural bent was towards 
conducting, and soon afterwards 
he toured the Provinces as a con- 
ductor of comic opera. Through 
the imstrumentality of the then 
chief conductor at Covent Garden, 
Mr. Ronald (as he then was) came 
under the notice of Sir Augustus 
Harris, by whom he was engaged, 
in I891l, as pianist and second 
conductor. He later went on 
tour as conductor of Italian 
opera and directed some English 
opera seasons at Drury Lane. 
Before he was twenty-two years of 
age, he had had the honour of 
conducting during the grand opera season at Covent Garden. In 
1897, he appeared before Queen Victoria at Windsor, and in the 
following year he again played for her at Balmoral Castle. 

From 1902 to 1907, Landon Ronald acted as musical critic for a 
number of papers. He became conductor at the Royal Albert Hall 
in 1908, and in the same year conducted most of the famous orchestras 
in the course of a European tour. In the following year, he» was 
appointed conductor of the New Symphony Orchestra, and in 1910 was 
elected to fill the position of Principal of the Guildhall School of 
Music, in succession to Dr. W. H. Cummings, a post he held with 
distinction until his retirement at the end of last year. Thus, at the 
age of thirty-seven, he found himself responsible for the direction of an 
institution catering for the musical education of some 3,000 students. 
He became a great factor in the popularising of music in this country, 
and was always eager to help young musicians and composers to achieve 
their ambitions. One of his welcome reforms at. the Guildhall School 
was the establishment of a Professors’ Club, which materially assisted 
the strengthening of the spirit of co-operation and mutual help among 
the teachers in their work. He received a knighthood in 1922. 

Sir Landon was a prolific composer, having more than 200 songs 
to his credit, in addition to various orchestral works. He was.a talented 
accompanist, and it is said that the late Dame Nellie Melba, when in 
England, would have no other pianist to accompany her in her songs. 
She toured America with him as her conductor in 1894. In 1922, a 
dinner was given by the Maccabeans in his honour, and in 1924 he was 
made a Fellow of the Royal College of Music. He became an Hon. 
F-R.A.M. in 1921. 

Ihe deceased was a keen supporter of Jewish music and always gave 
great encouragement to the aspiring Jewish executant and composer. 
Thus he was much interested in the aims of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
Music Festival, and willingly consented to become a Vice-President of 
the first Festival held in 1928, 

His Success In Germany 


It is interesting to note that Sir Landon Ronald never encountered, 
in the course of his world-wide musical career, any traces of anti- 
Semitic prejudice. In an interview in the columns of THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE at the time of his appointment as Principal of the Guildhall 
School of Music in 1910, Sir Landon said: “I have never had any 
difficulties to meet with on account of my birth. Here or abroad, the 
artist is accepted for his worth and not for his birth. When I went 
to Berlin, some years ago, to conduct an orchestra there, I was warned 
that my race must stand in the way of my success. Yet the biggest 
success I ever had was in this very centre of anti-Semitism. Even in 
Rome—the capital of a Catholic kingdom and the seat of the Popes—I 
enjoyed the same success.” The allusion to Berlin referred to an 
invitation which Sir Landon Ronald received to conduct the famous 
Philharmonic Orchestra in that city. On this occasion, he achieved one 
of the greatest successes ever gained by a foreigner, the critics vying 
with one another in his praise and declaring that he combined the 
qualities of the finest German conductors such as Nikisch, Mahler, 
and Weingartner. 

Sir Landon became Chairman of the Musical Conductors’ Associa- 
tion in 1916. He was elected Hon. Freeman of the Worshipful 
Company of Musicians in 1913, and received Grand Lodge honours in 
Freemasonry in 1918. In 1924, he was President of the Incorporated 
Society of Musicians, and recently was elected Chairman of the 
Musicians’ Benevolent Fund. In 1928, he was appointed editor-in-chief 
of Musical News, and in 1932 was music editor of the News 
CHRONICLE. 

Sir Landon was the youngest son of Henry Russell by his second 
marriage to Miss De Lara, a member of a Well-known Jewish family. 
In 1897, Sir Landon was married in the West London Reform Syna- 
gogue to Friiulein Mimi Ettlinger, who died in 1932, leaving one son. 
He married as his second wife Miss Callison, of Didsbury, Manchester. 
His remains were cremated at Golders Green on Wednesday, when 
music by Elgar was played in the crematorium chapel, and a brief 
non-sectarian service was conducted by the Revs. W. I. Bulman and 
John James. |

Jacob Samuel Fox was born in Bialy- 
stok, Russia, in 1868, and came of a long 
line of Rabbis, distinguished for their 
learning and piety. He received his early 
education in his native town, where he 
attended both the Yeshiva and the “ Real- 
schule.” In 1887, he proceeded to Berlin 
and continued his Rabbinical studies at 
Hildesheimer’s Seminary, and = studied 
philosophy and theology at Berlin and 
other Universities, graduating Ph.D. at the 
University of Berne. Although he was 
destined from his youth for a Rabbinical 
career, and actually received the Rabbinical 
Diploma, among others, from the late 
Rabbi Joel Miiller, he soon entered the 
field of Hebrew journalism, with the object of furthering the ideal 
which was ever the mainspring of his life, namely, the spread of Hebrew 
culture. While still a student, he contributed several articles to Hebrew 
periodicals, and, at the age of twenty-two, he became Editor of the 
oldest Hebrew weekly, HAMAGID, which was published first in Berlin, 
then in Cracow, and finally for a short time also in London. That 
paper, under Dr. Fox's direction, played a most important part in the 
spread of Hebrew literature throughout Europe. Later he became 
joint editor (with Dr. Ginzig) of the Scientific Hebrew Year Book, 
* Hoeshkol,” and also published several works in Hebrew and German. 

In 1902, Dr. Fox came to England for the purpose of consulting 
some manuscripts in the British Museum in connection with a disserta- 
tion on a Midrash (lana debe Elijahu), which he subsequently 
published in 1904. In an interview in THe Jewish CHRONICLE at that 
time, Dr. Fox described the deplorable condition of Galician Jewry, 
and made some outspoken criticisms in his impressions of Anglo- 
Jewry as he then found it. “ What I miss here,” he said, “is the 
higher denominational school which shall educate Jewish youth.” 
And so, in 1904, he attempted to supply that need, and began a period 
of seventeen years during which he devoted the whole of his energies 
to the cause of Hebrew national education in this country. In spite 
of strenuous opposition, he was determined to translate tnto practice 
the views on Hebrew national education he had so often expounded. 

The Hebrew Higher Grade School, which he established in Liverpool, 
was an attempt on his part to demonstrate that it was possible in 
England to teach both Hebrew and secular subjects in the same school, 
and that the Ibrith b'Ibrith method was admirably suited as a medium 
for imparting a sound knowledge not only of the Hebrew language and 
literature but also of the more advanced studies of the Talmud. Under 
his leadership, the Liverpool School, the first Hebrew day-school in 
this country, was an unqualified success, and as the number of pupils 
increased, its influence became felt throughout the country. In 1921, 
Dr. Fox transferred his activities in the sphere of education to 
Portsmouth, where he became the Principal of Aria College, a training 
school for aspirants to the Jewish ministry. Here, too, his zeal and 
remarkable energy were reflected in the high standard which the College 
attained under his influence. 

Apart from his labours in the field of Hebrew education, the 
deceased was an untiring worker for the cause of Jewish nationalism, 
There was hardly a Community in the British Isles where at one time or 
another Dr. Fox did not occupy a Zionist platform. A fluent orator in 
Hebrew, Yiddish, and English, he was at one time one of the foremost 
propagandists of the English Zionist Federation. He retired in 1930 
with the object of preparing his many manuscripts for publication, 
prior to settling in Palestine. Alas, he was not destined to complete 
the task he had set himself. A family bereavement necessitated his 
removal to Southampton. He leaves a widow and four children, 
Dr. I. Solomon Fox, of London (late Mayor of Chester), Mrs. J. Sless, 
of Cork, Mrs. D. Lubel, of Southampton, and Mrs. S. Ellenbogen, of 
Liverpool.

It is tragic 
to learn that illness and misfortune saddened his latter years, for no man 
deserved the material rewards of life and all that goes to comfort old age 
better than Philip Ettinger.

As a Liverpool boy, and a pupil of the Hebrew School, Philip Ettinger 
was inspired by a most loyal devotion to Jewish thoughts and observances, 
and was keenly interested in the school that nurtured him. My 
lifelong friendship forbids me from paying due tribute to those rich qualities 
of heart and mind with which he was endowed. But there cannot be one 
among his large circle of friends who will not recognise and admire the 
unbounded zeal he manifested in every effort he made to promote the best 
interests of Judaism, Jewish! learning, and Jewish National aspirations, to 
alleviate poverty and distress among the poor of our Community, and to 
solve the complex problems that confronted our oppressed brethren from 
Eastern Europe. In addition to holding many communal offices, he was 4 
Past Master of the Lodge of Israel 1,502, and President of the Workman s 
Tontine Society.

Landon Ronald, Jew. 

There has been curiously little reference—if any the Jewish 
origin of the late Sir Landon Ronald in the newspaper obituary notices. 
Yet a glance at his photograph would leave no doubt of the truth, did 
the known facts of his parentace not provide sufficiently convincing 
demonstraton. His father, Henry Russell—the singer and enter- 
tainer, as well as the composer of 800 songs, was an 
English-born Jew, who died in London 38 years ago. His 
first wife was not of Jewish birth, but his second—-Miss De Lara, 
a member of the well-known family of that name—was. It was of 
this second marriage that Landon Ronald was born. Sir Landon 
was first married to Miss Mimi Ettlinger at the West London 
Synagogue. His second wife was a non-Jewess — thus reversing 
his father’s marital procedure. In later years, such association 
as he once had with the Jewish community seems to have become 
more and more tenuous, which accounts, no doubt, for the 
ignorance, on the part of the Pre:s, of his Jewish connections. 
Yet his feeling for his people cannot be denied. Many years 
ago, in a conversation which I had with him, he denounced 
Wagner's attack on the Jews as “ bencath contempt.” “Any man who 
harbours prejudice against a race on account of its religion,” he said, 
“must be very narrow-minded.” Again. he declared enthusiastically 
that “the Jews are the greatest musical nation in the world, and 
occupy an enormous place in a'most every branch of the musical art, 
whether as composers, pianists, violinists, or singers.” In particular, 
he admired what he called “ thos: wonderful Hebrew melodies sung in 
the Synagogue-—-some of the most beautiful, in my belief, that have 
ever been penned. Max Bruch,” he added, “adapted some of them 

n particuiar the Kol Nidrei. | think the Synagogue melodies are, 
indeed, beautiful.” 

* The Awful Truth” 

In the light of the above, Sir Landon's Jewish b!ood is definitely 
proven. The “awful truth” of the matter appears indeed to 
have floated about in the poptlar mind, judging by the following 
story Sir Landon to!d me. A lady, who was personally unknown 
to him, wrote him a= letter protesting her fervent admiration 
for him. “ But,” she went on, “some people are spreading about 
ihe story that you are a Jew. Do, do. please; deny it. It cannot 
be true!” Sir Landon laughed as he related the incident. The 
absurdity of his correspondent’s outburst amused him! But the 
bitter fact remains that if this great conductor and composer 
had been a ‘German, living in the third Reich, he would have followed 
Bruno Walter and other less eminent musicians of Jewish birth on the 
stony road to ejection and exile. 


A Henry Russell Story 


Landon Ronald’s father, Henry Russell, was a son of Moses 
( Moshé") Russell, who married a niece of Chief Rabbi Solomon 
Herschell. Henry Russell. himseli had a picturesque career. He 
iravelled with Bulwer Lytton in Italy, studied music under Rossini, 
and became intimately friendly with Donizetti and Bellini, Edmund 
and Charles Kean, Harrison Ainsworth. Thackeray, and the three 
PUNCH celebrities Doug'as Jerrold, Mark Lemon, and George Cruik- 
Shank. His patriotic scenes stirred the British heart. His “ Cheer! 
Boys, Cheer !" once described as “ the Anthem of Optimism ”-—-a Jewish 
touch ?— was sung by British soldiers when they left England for the 
Cramean War. This song was, and for al! I Know still is, the only air 
played by the Guards’ drum and fife band when a regiment goes 
abroad. Russell's “Life on the Ocean Wave” is the regimental march 
of the Royal Marines. Other famous patriotic songs of his are 
“ Red, White, and Blue” and “ Britannia, the Pride of the Ocean.” 
Russell had many close friends, too, among his coreligionists, including 
Sit Moses Montefiore, the Rev. A. L. Green, and the Levy family (of 
DAlLy TELEGRAPH fame). Here is a story he used to tell. It related 
‘0 the far-off time when he was out in the American wilds and often in 
Canger of his life. One day, when he lay apparently in sleep, a 
man bentoverhim. Russell feared his last hour had come. Gradually 
he ventured to open his eyes, and was greeted by the intruder 
with the words: “ Henry, can you tell me when Yom Kippur is?” 

Yet when Russell died he was buried with Christian rites in 
‘ne non-Jewish Cemetery at Kensal Green to the great surprise and 
‘isappointment of his Jewish friends and connections, as THE JewisH 
\ HRONICLE recorded at the time. It was said, in explanation, that his 
children by his first, non-Jewish, wife were brought up in the Christian 
‘aith, and that one of them, the Rev. Henry Lloyd Russell, an Anglican 
clergyman, officiated at the funeral. This, it was said, he could not 
have done if his father had been laid to rest in a Jewish burial-ground. 


The Monkey House 
A little while ago, the B.B.C. regaled its juvenile listeners with a talk

They may, no doubt, lock the.strangers up rather than 
chew them up. But the feeling, in both cases, is the same, and the entry 
of a “stranger” is the signal for a great hubbub in the monkey 
house. It is all very unflattering to human vanity and “ progress.” 
But the faci remains that many, if not most, of us are still simians at 
heart, gibbering the old monkey talk. Ancestral instincts die hard!

The serious partof it, however, is that these instincts can on occasion 
find savage expression. It is not merely a case of saving: “ Here is a 
Stranger ; heave a half-brick at him!” half-bricks some- 
times actually fly in showers—and not only at the heads of Jews. 
Was it not the sudden sight of a long-bearded Galician Jew which 
turned Hitler, till that time indifferent to the “Jewish menace,” 
into a rabid anti-Semite? Some people will say that that Galician 
Jew should not have worn that long beard, and perhaps side curls. 
But he could not have got rid of his Jewish face. One is reminded 
of the old Zanewill joke about the Jew in the train who 
leant over towards a hunched fellow-traveller and whispered the 
words : “} may tell you in confidence that Lam a Jew.” “Confidence 
for confidence,” replicd the other, “1 am a hunchback!” In my 
humble view, all this animus against “ strangers,” and this tendency of 
peopies to build Clanes:> Walls around themselves, is so much irrational 
nonsense. When God made the wor'd, and put the human race in to 
inhabit it, He did not mark it off in special patches for the exclusive 
enjoyment of special nations er “ races,” He gave it, everywhere, to all 
men to dwell in, and the refusal of this right is merely a flagrant denial 
of the Divine purpose. It may. and probably will, be a long time 
betore we shed the “ half-brick “ mentality. Butuntil we do, and untd 
the world embraces sincerely the Jewish doctrine of the esszntial 
brotherhood of men, the “strangers * will sull be causing flutters in the 
monkey Fouse, Evian Conferences will continue to meet, and real 
peace inthe world will be far to seek. That such a change will come 
some day, however, I, {or one, will never cease to hope, if not believe.

AN ORDER’S STAFF REDUCTIONS 
Grand Master’s Statement at G.O.I. Conference 


[COMMUNICATED] 


Bro. M. Wilks, Grand Master, made a statement at the recent annual 
conference on the staff reductions carried out at the head office of the 
Grand Order of Israel and Shield of David. He elaborated on the 


paragraph in the Order's annual report, referring to the Economy 
Committee, and already quoted in THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 

Bro. Wilks, who began by explaining that the conference was the 
appropriate place for an authoritative statement, said that reference was 
made at the conference held in 1935 to the necessity of efficient administra- 
tion in the lodges in order to secure a strong and efficient Order. It was 
gratifying to report the successful efforts of the Audit Committee over the 

st three years, as a result of which the administration in the lodges was 
better than it had been for some considerable time. With regard to the 
administration at the head office, he stated that there had been lack of 
supervision, and in addition to this, the Order, with salaries amounting to 


£3,000 per annum, was paying more than was justifiable for an organisation - 


of its size and description. Last November, the Executive Council approved 
a recommendation to appoint a Committee of Economy, and appointed five 
members of the Council, who were not honorary officers. They were given 
complete power to peruse all documents, books, and accounts of the Order, 
and the opportunity was afforded them to interview Hon. Officers. In fact, 
they were free to pursue their inquiries in any manner they desired. 

He emphasised the gratitude of the Order to this Committee for its most 
able report, and for its long labours in the endeavour to ascertain all the 
details. The Committee suggested steps to improve the position of the 
Order. A principal recommendation affected the staff and its administration, 
and the Executive Council accordingly instructed the Hon. Officers to effect 
such changes forthwith as were necessary. The subordinate staff was given 
one month's notice, terminating on July Ist, -with leave to apply for 
reappointment. All the staff reapplied, and their applications were duly 
considered, with the result that three members of the staff were informed 
that they would be re-engaged, and agreed to attend the office as usual. 
Bro. Wilks went on to say that as they did not attend for duty, they in 
fact discharged themselves. It would be appreciated that this task was an 
unenviable one. 

The Grand Master gave an assurance that everything possible was being 
done to continue the work of the Order effectively, and for the benefit of 
all members concerned. It would require a little time to attain perfection. 
but given patience and co-operation, he was convinced that they would 
build up a still stronger Order, both financially and administratively. If 
they were successful in this achievement, the Executive Council would 
have proved themselves to have merited the confidence of the delegates. 
He particularly stressed that there had been no defalcation or misappropria- 
tion of moneys by any of the former staff, and characterised such rumours 
as scandalous untruths. Bro. Wilks complimented the Hon. Officers and 
members of the Executive Council for their loyal co-operation and their 
willingness at all times to assist in the work of the Order, particularly during 
the period of the reorganisation. 


Reply to “ The Jewish Chronicle ” 


Referring to articles that had appeared in THe Jewish CHRronicie, he 
said he regretted that the Order had not been consulted prior to rushing 
into print. This action was to be deplored, as was also the term, “ Unfriendly 
Society.” In conclusion, the Grand Master stated in definite terms that the 
Order would not tolerate intimidation or threats, such as had been experi- 
enced from certain quarters. They were, he said, responsible only to their 
members, who elected them to bear that responsibility. ha 

the full facts relating to correspondence, interviews, and decisions taken 
by the Executive Council were placed before the conference, which, after a 
lengthy debate. endorsed the action taken, with only two dissentients. 

Bro. Wilks also reviewed certain aspects of the past year's work, and 
referred to the establishment of the David Foodman and Morris Millett 
iCroydon) Lodges. He urged the creation o! a propaganda fund to provide 
the means for work of this character, particularly as affecting the diminution 
in membership. The Order was proud of the distinctions gained by their 
own Officers, including Bros. J. Slutsky and A. M. Richmond in the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Friendly Societies, and Bro. Bransky in the Hull Friendly 
Societies Council. The annual report and balance-sheet were submitted by 
Bro. J. F. Sager, Grand Treasurer, and after numerous questions had been 
dealt with, were duly adopted.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK F 


“ NOT BY BREAD ONLY .; ” 


“ And He afflicted thee, and suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee 
with manna, which thou knewest not, neither did thy fathers know; 
that He might make thee know that man doth not live by bread 
only, but by everything that proceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord 
doth man live.” —(Deuteronomy, viii, 3.) 

It was not mere chance that the ancient Israelites had to suffer 
privations and hardships when they attained freedom and were 
marching onwards towards the promised land. It was the manifeste- 
tion of the will of God, Who had determined that His people should 
learn from experience that there were things other than bread by which 
human life is sustained and which are essential for human progress. 
Israel was not given freedom that it might procure without difficulty 
the means which made life easy and pleasant, and which removed all 
anxiety and uncertainty as to the future supply of bread and water. It 
Was just as necessary to provide for the mind as it was to provide 
for the body, and provision for the mind could be derived from the 
teaching contained in the word of the Lord. Privations and hard- 
ships might even help to direct the people's attention to those invisible 
but inalienable possessions which gave the soul supremacy over the 
body and furnished a kind of strength and determination that those 
well supplied with material goods frequently lacked. 

In the course of its history, the Jewish people has had ample 

confirmation of (Ris truth. The Jewish spirit always rose to greater 
heights in times of trouble and material suffering than it did in periods 
of prosperity, security, and ease. The Prophets and Psalmists saw their 
visions and delivered their immortal messages in difficult and 
dangerous times, in conditions of anxiety and stress, affecting either the 
individual or the nation. The Hebrew thinkers, poets, and scholars 
of the Middle Ages wrote mostly in troubled times and in sad 
surroundings, while even the few happily placed authors were inspired 
in their writings by sad memories of the past and the endurance of 
their suffering brethren in other lands. 
_ It is true that continued suffering and unceasing. privation are 
likely in the end to affect injuriously both mind and body, and to make 
progress impossible for the individual as well as for the Community. 
Continued and uninterrupted prosperity and ease may have a similar 
effect. For the resulting complaceny and satisfaction with one’s 
achievements may stifle one’s moral effort and spiritual endeavour. 
The teaching of the God of Israel was intended—and is still intended 
——to give the mind independence and self-reliance in time of trouble, 
just as it is intended to strengthen the soul against the encroachments 
of the body in conditions of ease and affluence. It may prove a 
comforting and sustaining thought to all who are made to endure 
material suffering that their experience is intended to rouse their spirits, 
to strengthen their minds, to stimulate them to new efforts, to impart to 
them a new resolve io live on, to imbue them with a new appreciation 
of their own faculties and responsibilities, to endow them with a new 
sense of dignity and a new consciousness of their potential achicve- 
ments. Many of our sullering brethren in Central and Eastern Europe 
have already realised and admitted it. Those who have for a long time 
enjoyed security and prosperity, and have been suddenly deprived of 
their possessions and positions, are best able to judge as to the effect 
of either experience on their spiritual life, as to the influence of the 
change on their attitude to the teaching of the God of Israel and 
the destiny of the people of Israel. 

All this goes a long way to disprove the theory that economic 
factors are mainly responsible for the course of the history of nations, 
and that the cultural progress of humanity is determined by material 
conditions only. Ihe Rabbrs of old persistently refused to apply 
material standards to human values, and they regarded the struggle 
against adversity as an eflective preparation for the attainment of 
spiritual greatness. But they never went so far as to deny that the 
want of bread may prove the most serious obstacle in the pursuit of 
knowledge and in the attainment of noble ambitions. 

Is it then right to say that in the countries in which Jews enjoy 
freedom and security, and -live in comtort or affluence, the standard 
of Jewish spiritual achievement must be necessary low? The answer 
to this question can only be “No.” The experience of the ages 
has surely had a far-reaching effect on the Jew’s attitude to life 
and on his estimation of life’s values. Surely, the Jew of to-day knows 
as well as anyone that “man does not live by bread only,” and he 
ought to be less ready than his neighbour to lose himself in_ the 
acquisition and enjoyment of things material. Even the ancient 
Israelite was warned that one day he would reach the end of the 
wilderness (where food was scarce and water had to be obtained from 
a rock) and would enter a land that “flowed with milk and honey.” 
Our period of training has lasted longer than our ancestors could 
ever have foreseen. Why should we not regard the events of our time 
as harbingers of a turning-point in our history—as they may indeed 
bring about a decisive change in the course of the history of humanity 
as a whole? Hi physical suffering has hitherto been regarded by us 
as a means to an end—the end being the revival of the spirit-——-why 
should not material well-being be regarded in the same light by those 
who are blessed with it? The time must come when the Jew will be 
able and willing to serve his God with gladness and to rejoice in 
earthly life as in a gift from Heaven. Why not hasten the coming 


of that time by proving ourselves ready for it and capable of benefiting | 


by it both as Jews and as human beings? Why should not those 
of us who have been granted the privilege of practising their Judaism 
in security and comfort demonstrate to the world that the Jew’s 
loyalty to his heritage is not the result of outward pressure or com- 
pulsion but a corollary of his native idealism, his spiritual equipment, 
and his traditional outlook on life? Why not render the God of Israel 
voluntary service, instead of playing the part of conscripts? 

“Man doth not live by bread only,’ our Lawgiver warns us. But 
he continues to exhort us: “ And thou shalt keep the commandments 
of the Lord thy God, to walk in Hits ways and to fear Him. For 
the Lord thy God bringeth thee into a good land . . . and thou shalt 
eat and be satisfied, and bless the Lord thy God for the good land 
which He has given thee.” Let us be ready to bless Him when He 
bestows His blessings upon us, Amen.

PALESTINE AND EVIAN 


Visits by Professor Akzin 
A PROPHECY AND A WARNING 


Entitled “ From Palestine to Evian,” a lecture given by Professor 
B. Akzin on Thursday of last week at the Anglo-Palestinian Club 
was an interesting analysis of the Jewish situation based upon a two- 
and-a-half months’ stay in Eretz Yisrael during which Professor Akzin 
gave evidence on behalf of the New Zionist Organisation before the 
Woodhead Commission, and attendance at the Refugees Conference, 
where he also represented his Organisation. Mr. Maurice Arram 
presided. 

Professor Akzin said that his Palestinian visit, during which he had 
many opportunities of discussion with British officials, had confirmed 
the characterisation of those officials by the Jerusalem Correspondent 
of THe Jewish CHRONICLE as ninety-five per cent. not in sympathy 
with the policy of a Jewish National Home and no more than five 
per cent. with an understanding of and sympathy with that policy. 
In fact, he had not come across one belonging to the five per cent. 
In regard to the Jewish population of Palestine he had, he said, been 
surprised to discover how cleavages, as, for instance, between the Left 
and Right in politics did not correspond with people's membership 
of one or other of the well-known world Zionist parties. These 
Zionist groups seemed to matter but little in the day-to-day life of 
the Yishuv, becoming important only at times of Congress elections. 
He said the Left in Palestine was tending more and more to become 
the monopolist of Jewish life. But opposition to this monopolist 
attitude was simmering, and one day, he was afraid, there would be 
a clash between Left and Right. 

Partition, said the speaker, had lost much support among Palestinian 
Jews, and had given way to a huge growth of new solutions of the 
Palestine problem. 

None of the many “ beautiful solutions” would do. Jewry’s only 
hope was to insist on the vital need for immigration into Palestine. The 
pressure of the immigrants was the only argument—by that alone, it 
seemed, would Governments be moved. 

Discussing the Evian Conference, Professor Akzin said that, with 
the exception of the utterances of two representatives, all the speeches 
were the same: each speech began by thanking President Roosevelt for 
initiating the conference, and France for its hospitality; went on to 
say that “ our country, which in the past had done more than any other 
for the refugees, is unfortunately unable to absorb any more because of 
its industrial conditions *; and continued, “ We hope, however, that 
other countries will be able to do more.” The two exceptions were 
the United States and the Dominican Republic. The conference was 
useful because it focused attention on the Jewish situation and because 
the very noticeable persistence with which Lord Winterton was pressed 
in regard to Palestine proved that it is easier and more sensible to 
press for the opening of one country to Jewish immigration when there 
is already some sort of international claim to it than to get forty 
countries each to open its own territory when there is no international 
claim. The conference was useful, too, because it removed illusions. 
Representatives of countries which previously had sincerely believed 
that other countries were prepared to accept Jewish mass immigration 
had had their minds disabused. 

Professor Akzin ended on a: note of what he called “ hypothetical 
prophecy,” based on the contingency that the result of the Technical 
Commission’s report would be to ask Jewg to agree to a settlement 
that would curtail for ever the possibdilify of large colonisation in 
Palestine. He foretold that at the same time the idea of a commission 
to investigate Jewish immigration possibilities in Angola and Kenya 
would be made public. He hoped, if this came, Jewry would not fall 
into the trap. 


HABONIM NORTHERN CAMP 
Strict Observance of Tisha B’Ay 


[From our Correspondent— MANCHESTER] 


There were 280 under canvas at the Habonim Northern Camp which 
was held at Prestatyn, North Wales, from July 31st to August 14th. 
Contingents of Bonim and Rashim came from Manchester, Liverpool, 
Leeds, Dublin, Wallasey, Southport, Sunderland, and Glasgow, and a 
number of London members of the movement also participated. 

The activities of the camp were varied. The mornings were filled 
with an organised programme of instruction in scouting, physical train- 
ing (commands were given in Hebrew), and Jewish history. Every 
evening, Chugim (classes) were held in Hebrew, dramatics, first-aid, 
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physical training, and the learning of Hebrew songs. A number of 
camp fires and concerts Were arranged, at which playlets composed by 
the Bonim and Bonoth themselves were produced, Sports were also 
held, in which both seniors and juniors took part. 

The health of the children was safeguarded not only by the Camp 
Doctor and the St. John Ambulance Officer who were in attendance but 
also by the milk which was distributed to them every morning punctu- 
ally at 11 o'clock. This item was especialiy appreciated on their return 
from the morning bathe. 

Religious services were conducted every morning in the special 
“ Synagogue * marquee by,Chaim Pearl, one of the Liverpool Rashim, 
and on Tisha B’Av, which was the middle Sunday of the camp, a 
special service was held. Many parents of Bonim and Bonoth visited 
the camp on that day. The Rosh HaMachaneh addressed the parents 
and visitors on the importance of the Habonim movement, which he 
said was giving thousands of Jewish children a healthy pride in their 
Jewish heritage. 

The “nine days” of Av were strictly observed in camp, no meat 
being eaten there during that period. A feature of the catering arrange- 
ments at the camp were the separate WZ (meat) and 297 (milk) tents. 
Camp signposts were all in Hebrew. 

Over £10 was raised in camp for the Jewish National Fund. 


A visitor to the Northern Camp writes as follows: 

I visited the camp on Friday. Preparations were afoot to greet -the 
Sabbath bride. Bonoth were preparing the evening meal, while others 
were getting ready the tables in the marquee and were singing while 
they worked—to adapt the familiar line of the popular song of the 
moment. The camp was easily distinguishable from those in its 
immediate neighbourhood by its various Hebrew signs and the Jewish 
national flag which was flying adjacent to the Union Jack. The general 
impression | carried away was that of an atmosphere of helpfulness 
and cheerfulness. I left with the feeling that more of such camps would 
ensure—to quote from the editorial note in last week's issue of THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE—" a more care-free future for the Jewry of this 
country.” 


On the front page of the COVENTRY EVENING STANDARD appeared 
an account of the Habonim Camp at Stratford-on-Avon which 
reflected great credit on the movement and the Jewish people as a 
whole. The reporter was greatly impressed by the organisation of 
the camp and the method of realising the aims and ideals of the 
movement, 


The Southern Bonim Camp at Christchurch concluded last Sunday, 
writes a representative of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. It was interesting to 
observe the difference between the beginning and the end of camp. 
For many of the children it was their first experience of camp life, and 
it was not surprising, therefore, if it took them a little time to settle 
down. The discipline had been tightened up a great deal, largely, I 
should think, by reason of the introduction of the team spirit among 
the various Kvutzot. The whole intensive programme of cultural and 
sporting activities was carried through; and the Bonim and Bonoth 
assisted in striking camp. 

The sing-song after service on Erev Shabbat was most impressive : 
it was enjoyed by those singing and enjoyable to those listening. 
Nearly £20 was raised for the Jewish National Fund during camp; and 
among the visitors was Mr. M. Rosetté, Secretary of the Fund,

MR. JABOTINSKY IN POLAND 
Sensational Talk of ‘* Civil War” 
REPRISALS CONDONED 


[From our 
Great consternation was caused here by a startling warning which 


Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky uttered that the menace of civil war between 


Jews had arisen in Palestine. 

This warning was issued on Tuesday night by the President of the 
New Zionist Organisation in a sensational manner to local Jews and 
non-Jews as well as to foreign Press representatives whO were sum- 
moned to an emergency conference with the Revisionist leader at his 
Warsaw headquarters. | 

“The danger of civil war amongst Jews in Palestine,” declared 
Mr. Jabotinsky, “is a real one. Zionists under the influence of the 
Jewish Agency and the Left parties intend to make an armed attack on 
the Revisionists.” | | 

Recalling the few acts of terror against the Revisionists in Palestine 
in 1933, Mr. Jabotinsky declared: “ The situation in Palestine is a grave 
one. There exists a real danger of an organised armed pogrom within 
the Jewish Community in the Holy Land. Jews all over the world are 
now faced with that serious prospect.” 

With regard to the problem of reprisals and the attitude of the 
Revisionists to them, Mr. Jabotinsky stated that although Jews regarded 
them with black looks, reprisals were unavoidable in the present 
situation. “As long as there exists an Arab terror which the British 
Government has not stopped, Jewish reprisals are unavoidable,” he 
declared. Taking part in reprisals must be condoned. 

Mr. Jabotinsky finished his declaration by expressing willingness 
to participate in a round-table conference to avoid this “ impending 
civil war” among Jews. 

Although Mr. Jabotinsky emphasised the possibility of “a pogrom 
and used the words “ civil war” about thirty times during his speech. 
the evidence he produced to justify his alarm is considered here very 
flimsy. He based his acctisation on a report in the New York TIMES 
and on a statement made in London by a person who, he said, stood 
very near to the political section of the Jewish Agency. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Jabotinsky’s statement has made a profound 
impression here. Jewish public opinion is greatly surprised and deeply 
resentful, although it does not always take his declarations too 
seriously. The anti-Semitic Press in Poland has already utilised his 
words to hold up the Jews as a blood-thirsty people who are “ preparing 
civil war.” |

REVISIONISTS AS SCAPEGOATS 

Imprisoned Without Charge or Tria! 

DISSATISFACTION IN POLICE FORCE 
The ** Government of Kalkilieh” 


[From our Correspondent—JerusacemM, August 4th} 


A few nights ago, the High Commissioner broke the silence he 
has maintained for five months when he delivered a broadcast address 
appealing for the cessation of “the ruinous campaign of murder and 
sabotage.” Well-intentioned though he might have been in making this 
appeal, it could hardly have had the effect he desired. Even if the 
roaming gangs have portable wireless sets in their hillside eyries, it 
is highly doubtful whether they will ever respond to reason. 

As against this public attitude on the part of the Administration, 
a highly-placed police official remarked to me recently, in the course 
of a private conversation in Jerusalem, that, so far as the Nablus and 
Tulkarm districts are concerned, the police “ simply do not exist.” It 
should be added that the dissatisfaction of British policemen 
with the conditions under which they are placed has reached the stage 
where, according to reliable reports, some 300 resignations from the 
service are pending; and the force will need every one of the recruits 
now being taken on in England. 

Che impudence of the rebels has reached an unparalleled peak. “The 
Government of Kalkilieh,” as local sceptics ‘have dubbed the reign 
of terror (which has a sort of headquarters in that insignificant Arab 
village near Tulkarm), can boast successfully of defying the combined 
forces of the Crown in Palestine. 

It has been represented to your Correspondent by people here that 
his dispatches. to THE JEWisH CHRONICLE have been, while truthful in 
their facts and narration of actual developments, unnecessarily bitter 
and acrimonious in their review of current British policy and action. 
Some have gone so far as to describe the tone of these dispatches as 
tending to create the impression that the situation is more desperate 
than it really is. No one who has lived in this country since the early 
1920's, when the British civil administration began, however, can deny 
that Palestine is in worse plight to-day than at any time during that 
period of its history. Coupled with the general chaos and the threat 
to the individual security of scores of thousands of people, which even 
the most sanguine optimist must admit, the Jewish population is called 
upon to bear an almost impossible burden of disaster, horror, and 
despair. It must pay three times for its own defence—once, through 
State taxation, to the Government; the second time to the local self- 
defence organisations for the upkeep of ghaffirim in the residential 
quarters or settlements; and the third time to the general fund, Kofer 
Ha’ Yishuy (Personal Redemption), for the protection of the weak and 
isolated setthements. Numerous other institutions also continue to 
claim tribute for their deserving activities. 


Unijustifiable Treatment 

Added to this situation, there is something else which bears hard 
upon a small section of the community, whose political views have led 
'o its being singled out as a scapegoat. There will be many who will 
strenuously repudiate the contention that that group, which is genuinely 
inspired by nationalist feeling, is being deliberately persecuted and 
iclimised by the British authorities. 

: [he writer is no Revisionist and does not even sympathise with 
‘ie Revisionist viewpoint; that has been made clear on more than one 
occasion in these columns. As an impartial commentator, however, 
ne cannot escape the impression that the Revisionist Party and its 
athiiated bodies in Eretz Yisrael have been unjustifiably labelled as 
terrorists.

€visionist element is that concerning the formation of an academic 
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society Known as “ Yavne and Yodpath” (the latter place was where 
Josephus Flavius was captured—Yotapata in the Greek—after his 
resistance against the Romans). 

The “ Yavne and Yodpath™ (or “ Yodefeth Society was formally 
registered by the Acting District Commissioner on April 16th, 1938, 
for the purpose of propagating popular science and knowledge among 
its members, who included local intelligentsia. A professor of the 
Hebrew University inaugurated the season of lectures by giving an 
address on “ Bar Kochba and Rabbi Akiba.” A second lecture, fixed 
tor June 4th, was to have been on “ The Present State of International 
Law.” 

Application for permission to hold the second lecture was submitted 
to the police authorities several days ahead, the rental for the hall was 
paid, placards were distributed and posted, and the lecture advertised 
through the local Press On the evening of the lecture, about 300 
persons waited outside the hall. But the police, at the last moment, 
banned the lecture 

In a protest, the “ Yavne and Yodpath” Society pointed out that 
their aims were purely scientific and that the Palestine Administration 
might consider whether the Society was not rendering a service in 
diverting public attention from politics to science. 

Ihe Acting District Commissioner, in answering the protest, stated 
that the decision was his own and feft it at that. 

The Society then obtained the consent of a Hebrew University 
professor to deliver a lecture on “ Spirit and the Reaction of Chemical 
Science.” Permission to hold it was refused. The Society pressed the 
point, and applied for a second date for the same lecture. Permission 
was still withheld. As a result of this strange attitude, the Society— 
formed for the very laudable purpose of cultivating the popular taste 
for science —has become dormant. It would be futile to go on running 
up expenses and enlisting the services of lecturers when the police are 
determined not to allow the lectures to be given, although they might 
easily send a plain-clothes man to any gathering to ascertain whether 
the speeches are seditious 

What is behind it all? Of course, one almost forgot to say. The 
organisers of the Society are suspected of Revisionism! 


Wrong Man Detained 


Here is yet another instance of police inefficiency of a major sort: 
members of the Revisionist youth organisation came under strong 
suspicion recently owing to the alleged campaign of retaliation— 
although no Jewish share in them was ever proved | 

“xX” (L have his full name and address) was arrested under the 
Emergency Regulations, kept in the Jerusalem lock-up for several 
weeks, and then sent to Acre for a year. At the roll-call on his arrival 
in Acre prison, the officer in charge read out the names listed in the 
warrants. “X” was not called. The officer had read out another 
name on the warrant intended as the committal document for “ X." 

Inquiry established that “X” was not the wanted man at all. 
“Y " had been on the police list, but, because of the similarity of their 
surnames, “X™ had been arrested instead, and he had been falsely 
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held in spite of the fact that all remand orders and detention warrants 
were made out in a similar but different name. 

Yet the young man “ X,” wrongly held on no specified charge, is 
still being kept in custody because the police authorities are reluctant 
to reveal that they made a mistake. Their excuse is that they wanted 
“x” as well, although they did not state so at the beginning nor was 
his name on the original list. 

Efforts are now being made to institute a habeas corpus suit to 
secure the freedom of an innocent man. 

There are many other cases of glaring mjustice and victimisation, 
and I could narrate them had I the space. [here are certain Revisionists 
in Tel-Aviv who have to change their residence night after night, hiding 
in the houses of friends, because the police are hunting them. 

It is a vicious situation in which blameless men are hounded down 
and imprisoned without trial or knowledge of the charges against them. 
The Palestine Administration, armed with almost unlimited powers 
and impotent in applying those powers against the real criminals who 
shoot and murder people, instead stifle and crush honest criticism of 
their inaction and inefficiency. The High Commissioner might well 
pause and take stock of what his officers are doing.

LNFEELING TREATMENT OF DYING JEW 


Police Attempt to Obtain Statement 
LAWYER NOT ALLOWED TO SEE HIM 


[From a Correspondent] 


A young Jew, named Jacob Rass, was found stabbed in the Old 
City of Jerusalem half an hour before a large bomb was discovered 
in the Arab vegetable market recently. Arabs testified that it was he 
who had placed the bomb and that he had been stabbed while running 
away. Rass was arrested, removed to the Hadassah Hospital uncon- 
scious, and a British policeman was placed on guard at his bedside. 

Meanwhile, a search was made in his house, and it is widely 
rumoured that from documents found there it was discovered that he 
was a Revisionist. The next day, Rass, conscious, but speechless and 
in a dangerous condition, was removed from the Hadassah Hospital to 
the Government Hospital. It seemed madness, for it was in the 
interests of the police to help him recover, and the Hadassah Hospital 
is far better equipped than the Government Hospital. Moreover, 
equally good police watch could be kept at the Hadassah. But the 
police had their reasons. They wanted their treatment of Rass to 
be kept secret, which they could not hope for at the Jewish hospital. 

For three days they told Rass’s lawyer that it was impossible and 
useless for him to see him as he was not properly conscious. The 
lawyer’s demand that Rass should not be charged and that no state- 
ment should be taken from Rass without his being present was met 
with a definite promise that this would.be acceded to. On the Friday 
after, the lawyer was told that Rass would be charged and a statement 
taken on Saturday; on Saturday he was told it would be Sunday, On 
Sunday he discovered tnat on Friday, at midnight, a police inspector 
had come to Rass, who was half dead and semi-conscious, and had 
tried to make him give a statement; that the treatment had been 
repeated on Saturday night—and that a statement had been extracted. 


As a final cut, the lawyer was refused an “ audience ” with the Deputy: 


Inspector General of Police—who bellowed three times through the 
door that he would not see him. Rass subsequently died. ~ 


ANOTHER GHASTLY OUTRAGE 
Nine Jews Killed in Bus Ambush 
. BRITISH OFFICERS ALSO KILLED 


Almost every week now there is a major outrage against Jews 
to record. This week it is the ambushing of a Jewish bus by a gang 
of Arabs on Monday, as a result of which nine Jews were killed 
and one injured. This and many other attacks are recorded in detail 
below. The battle-cruiser “ Repulse” has left Haifa and visited Jaffa 
before sailing for Cyprus. She is to be replaced by the battle-cruiser 
Malaya.” 

Joseph Isaac Mizrachi, a. vegetable merchant, of the Sefardi Com- 
munity, was shot at and killed early on Friday morning last 
while walking along the main thoroughfare of Jerusalem on his way 
to the Old City to purchase supplies from a wholesaler. The attack 
occurred just below the Fast Hotel, in the lower part of Jaffa Road, 
opposite the Old City walls, 

A band of armed Arabs attacked a party of Jewish supernumerary 
constables and watchmen in the Hedera fields on the same day, but 
were repulsed and are believed to have suffered casualties. One of the 
supernumeraries, David Eliahu, twenty-four, of Tel-Aviv, was seriously, 
but not dangerously wounded. 

Joshua Dubnow, a Jewish foreman of the Government Public Works 
Department, was abducted by three armed Arabs while supervising road 
repairs near Tel Zor, in the Sharon Plain, on the northern highway, on 
the previous day. A small black car drove up, three Arabs emerged 
with revolvers, forced him to enter, and then made off. 

While Moshe Grossfeld, aged forty-one, was driving a cart loaded 
with building materials on the lower part of Mount Carmel that 
morning, three Arabs accosted him and one man fired three shots, 
one of which hit Grossfeld. A passing Arab taxi driver helped him 
to the Hadassah Hospital, where his condition was later reported as not 
serious. A few minutes after the outrage, a bomb exploded harmlessly 
outside a Jewish workshop on Nazareth Street, Haifa. 


When a patrol of the Irish Guards was ambushed near Nablus in 


the afternoon, they engaged their attackers, of whom they killed one 
and wounded two, the latter being captured. The troops suffered no 
casualties. 

As has happened on many previous occasions, thefe was only one 
telephone line in operation between Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv during 
that night, as all other lines had been cut by terrorists. 


Bomb Caught by Jewish Constable 


An ugly situation developed inside the Jaffa Gate, Jerusalem, on 
Wednesday afternoon, August 10th, as the result of an unsuccessful 
attempt to bomb a Jewish bus returning from the Old City. The 
bomb, which was thrown into the bus, was caught by a Jewish constable 
acting as escort, who threw it back into the road, but it did not 
explode. Arabs then gathered and began stoning the vehicle, but 
Arab policemen arrived and fired into the air to disperse the crowd. 
Meanwhile, a stool was thrown through the windscreen of the leading 
bus, and the driver, Zeev Olinevsky, was injured by glass splinters. 
The mob was dispersed. 

A British officer, Captain J. S. Howe, was ambushed and shot dead 
on Saturday afternoon while driving along the Bethlehem road four 
miles south of Jerusalem. At about the same time, Benjamin Babayoff, 
aged thirty-two, his wife Zviya, aged twenty-eight, and their daughter, 
Offra, aged seven, were cycling near Petach Tikvah when they were 
ambushed by Arabs. Benjamin Babayoff was shot in the heart and his 
wife in the head, and both were killed instantly, while their daughter, 
who was riding on the handlebars of her father’s bicycle, was shot 
in the stomach and dangerously wounded. 

Joseph Israeli, aged nineteen, who was shot and seriously wounded 
while walking in the market in Jaffa died in a Tel-Aviv hospital on 
Saturday, and David Eliyahu, aged twenty-four, of Tel-Aviv, who was 
injured in the fields of Hedera on Friday morning, also died in hospital 
of his wounds. | 

Fifteen shots were fired on Saturday in the Shapiro quarter of Jaffa 
from a near-by Arab grove. Two bullets penetrated the Georgian 
Synagogue at Givath Moshe, on the border of Tel-Aviv, and two 
worshippers were slightly wounded. 

On Sunday, a military patrol, which chased a taxi from Bethlehem 
to Jaffa Gate in Jerusalem, arrested two Arabs, who were in the taxi 
with fourteen mausers and a quantity of ammunition. An Arab police 
constable, Ibrahim Tamimi, was shot dead the same day in Nablus. 
Tamimi was kidnapped last week by Arabs and was subsequently 
released. Abraham Friedman, aged twenty-one, was_ seriously 
wounded, and Meir Mizrachi, aged twenty, was slightly injured by 
shots when they entered Arab quarries near Motza for the purpose 
of purchasing materials. Friedman later died of his wounds. 


Ghaffirim Killed in Bus 


A ghastly outrage by Arabs was perpetrated on Monday afternoon 
costing nine Jewish lives, including one woman. A _ bus, carrying 
ghaffirim and settlers, including two girls, left the settlement, Achuzath 
Herbert Samuel, for Yaaroth Hacarmel. About two kilometres from 
Yaaroth Hacarmel, the bus was ambushed by about seventy khaki-clad 
brigands, who shot dead eight of the ghaffirim and settlers and fatally 
wounded a ninth. Before they were killed the ‘ghaffirim managed to 
fire many volleys at the brigands, several Of whom were wounded. 
A patrol of the West Kent Regiment, hearing. the shots, rushed to the 
spot and engaged the terrorists, killing nine Arabs. Five rifles and * 
considerable quantity of ammunition were also-captured by the patrol. 

The Jewish victims were: Moshe Blatt, Dov Henscherek, Asher 
Kehane, Mendel Glicksberg, Isaac Buchbinder, Ziggy Kehane, Leon 
Osterman, and Abraham Wollhender. Two girls, Judith Marmelstein 
and Ahuva Osterman, were seriously wounded, and a ghaffir, Hans 
Berger, was slightly injured, Judith Marmelstein died during the night 
from her injuries. 

The funeral of the victims was held on Tuesday morning in Haifa. 
The bodies were wrapped in flags, and there were no speeches at the 
ceremony, | 
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Early on Tuesday morning, Second Lieutenapt R. F. H. Griffiths, of 
the Manchester Regiment, was mortally wounded and two other ranks 
were wounded when a military car proceeding along an unfrequented 
track in Acre sub-district exploded a land mine. Later in the day, 
Haj Farid Achmed Abdullah, the Arab chief of the village of Anebta 
and a well-known moderate Arab leader, was shot dead while walking 
in the municipal garden in Tulkarm. : 

A daring raid occurred in Nablus on Tuesday, when Arab terrorists 
robbed a postman of the mail-bag which he was carrying from the 
post office to the railway station. The mail-bag contained an insured 
letter valued at £2,000 addressed from Barclays Bank to its Jerusalem 
office. A gang of terrorists, estimated to number 200, attacked the 
Athlith prison camp the same night, apparently with the object of 
releasing the convicts. The terrorists surrounded and broke into the 
married officers’ quarters, which are situated some distance from the 
camp, and abducted a Jewish inspector, David Leiserowitz, his wife, 
mother-in-law, and two children, overlooking a young daughter. An 
Arab warden and a British police inspector, in an effort to repulse the 
bandits, were wounded. Troops arrived on the scene and drove off the 
assailants. 

On Wednesday morning, police dogs were put on the track of the 
terrorists. 

Bandits entered the Nablus police station during Wednesday night 
and stole four rifles and a quantity of ammunition. After cutting the 
telephone wires they fled. Earlier in the evening, two British soldiers 
were killed and two others were wounded when a land mine exploded 
under a military lorry in which they were driving on the road between 
Nablus and Jenin.

ATTEMPT TO STOP IMMIGRATION 


Making Palestine an Arab State 
A TRUCE WITH THE TERRORISTS? 


[COMMUNICATED] 

The Presidency of the New Zionist Organisation has issued the 
following statement: 

Influential political groups in London, connected with Palestine 
Government officials, have been endeavouring to move the British 
Government to announce such a solution of the Palestine problem as 
would virtually render impossible any further large scale immigration 
of Jews. This aim is to be achieved either by means of geographical 
limitation of the area of settlement (a partition or cantonisation scheme) 
or by direct numerical limitation (provision for minority status for 
Jews in Palestine). In both cases this check on Jewish immigration is 
to lead ultimately to the transformation of Palestine into an Arab 
State. 

Through British officials in Iraq, efforts have for some time been 
made to arrive at an agreement with the exiled Mufti of Jerusalem with 
a view to a truce with the terrorists on these terms. 

In order to silence the expected Jewish and international outcry 
against a scheme closing the only haven of Jewish refuge, it is proposed 


'o publish, almost simultaneously with the decision concerning Palestine, 


a scheme holding out the promise of extensive Jewish settlement in 
Africa and South America, and foreshadowing a considerable inter- 
national loan under the auspices of the Permanent Committee set up by 
ihe Evaan Conference. While fully aware of the ultimate imprac- 
ticability of this settlement scheme, it is the belief of British circles 
connected with it that it will attract public interest for a sufficiently long 
period to reduce the main volume of humanitarian opposition to their 
Palestine proposal during the critical months, thus enabling the British 
Government to give full effect to the proposed Palestine solution. 
Another part of this scheme comprises the proclamation of the New 
/,sonist Organisation and of all its affiliated groups in Palestine as 
iilegal bodies. Palestine officials have been looking for an opportunity 
to silence this organisation which has been continually criticising and 
exposing their disloyalty to the Mandate. It will be declared that 
the proclamation of this organisation as illegal is one of the Arab 
conditions for the cessation of terrorism. 


MORDECAI SCHWARTZ EXECUTED 


Mordecai Schwartz, the Jewish policeman who was condemned to 
death for the murder of an Arab constable in September last, was 
executed On Tuesday morning at Acre Prison. Schwartz maintained 
full composure to the very end. 

During the -week-end he was visited by a number of friends, to 
whom he expressed opposition to any form of reprisals. He was 
going to die, he said to them, because of a private mistake, and he 
did not wish that political capital should be made of his death; he did 
not want to be a martyr like Ben-Joseph. 

Rabbi Kaniel, of Haifa, was with him in his last moments, reading 
Psalms and the “ Vidui.” Before he was executed, Schwartz, fully 
composed, signed a statement in the presence of the Rabbi and a 
police officer confessing to the deed, which he committed in a moment 
ol insanity, When on the gallows he said “ Shema Yisrael.” His body 
was taken to Haifa with a police escort, where he was buried in the 
presence of his friends. Rabbi Kaniel spoke at the funeral. 

Schwartz, who was twenty-five years of age, came from Czecho- 
slovakia to Palestine in 1933.

**Peace Must Be Restored ”’ 
FINAL DECISION WITHOUT DELAY 


The determination of the British Government to administer its 
trust in Palestine on a basis of justice between Jews and Arabs and 
its strong desire to solve the problem of the bitter clash there was 
spoken of by Mr. Malcolm MaeDonald, the Colonial Secretary, in 
a broadcast talk last week on his visit to Palestine. 

From ‘his aeroplane, he said, he gained the impression that no land 
was more peaceful. The Arab peasant rode along the country roads 
on his donkey; in Jerusalem devout Jews were celebrating one of 
their fast days; but armed soldiers and police were everywhere. 
“ Every omnibus in town or country was caged with thick iron bars 
across its windows, protecting its passengers from bombs. 

“ Under a mandate a great host of Jewish immigrants have settled 
in Palestine to found their National Home,” he continued. “ This peace- 
ful invasion has alarmed the Arabs, many of whom will stop at nothing 
in their efforts to check it. The third party involved in the controversy 
is Great Britain, the mandatory power, working under the authority 
of the League of Nations, bound by a solemn obligation to facilitate 
the establishment of the Jewish National Home while safeguarding 
the rights and position of the Arab inhabitants of the country. To 
solve the problems of the bitter clash between Arabs, who have 
lived in Palestine for many generations, and exiled Jews returning 
to their home of centuries ago, the recent Royal Commission recom- 
mended a drastic remedy —partition of the country into separate Jewish 
and Arab States with a British corridor between. Our Government 
has accepted this policy as the best and most hopeful solution. But 
final decisions cannot be taken until the technical commission which 
is at present inquiring into the details of Partition has finished is 
labours, which will still take several weeks. After that decisions must 
be reached with the least possible delay. 

“In the meantime, the authorities have the hard task of restoring 
order. I went to Jerusalem to discuss with the High Commissioner 
and General Haining, who commands the British troops there, the 


present situation, and particularly this question of security. These — 


two men are facing as difficult a task as has confronted British 
authorities in any country since the War, and their co-operation inspires 
confidence. But in a land with some areas difficult of access and 
where such a fearful feud has arisen their task will not be accomplished 
quickly. It may be that it cannot be fully accomplished until a policy 
has been finally settled and carried into effect. 

“The British Government will administer its trust on a basis of

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ITALY AND THE JEWS 


Antiquity of Residence 
and Complete Assimilation 


A DECREASING COMMUNITY 


National Service in all Spheres 


By CECIL ROTH 


ITALY is, unfortunately, “in the news” just now, so far as its Jews 
are concerned; and for the first time for a century (if one excepts 
the preliminary rumblings which have been heard from time to time 
during the past few years) in an unfavourable sense. It is desirable, 
therefore, that Jewish readers should have a clear idea of the back- 
ground and structure of Italian Jewry. = 

The first thing to be accentuated about Italian Jewry—what distin- 
guishes it from so many others=-is its remarkable antiquity. 
first arrived in Rome at the time of the Maccabees, in the second 
century B.c.F.; and since that period they have been resident there, 
one may say, continously. It is doubtful whether the one or two 
expulsions which the ancient. historians mention were rigorously 
enforced, and in any case they were confined to the first generations. 
Already in the time of Cicero—in the first century B.c.e.—the Roman 
Jews were numerous enough to constitute a class in the proletariat of 
Rome which had to be reckoned with, and whose religious scruples 
were given special consideration. In addition, Communities existed 
in the early centuries of the Christian era in some fifty other Italian 
centres whose names have come down to us. The number of Jews 
in Rome alone, at the time of Herod, seems to have been very high— 
reliable figures indicate a population of 50,000. 

These, then, are the ancestors of the mass of Italian Jewry of 
to-day. It may be added that it is the only element in the entire 
country which perpetuates ethnically the tradition of the Italian popula- 
tion of Imperial days. The rest have had their blood diversified to 
an enormous extent by the slaves of miscellaneous origin who were 
poured into the capital of the world for centuries; by Teutonic invaders 
in the north and Moslems in the south: by a long succession of’ devout 
pilgrims, not all of whom re-emigrated and not all of whom were 
moral. 

Qniy the Italian Jews may lay a reasonable claim to represent 
to-day, virtually unchanged, an ethnic element which had its citizen 
rights in the country before the fall of the Empire. 

There are various Italian-Jewish families—the De’ Rossi, the De’ 
Pomi, the Degli Adeloscentoli-—-who legendarily trace their descent 
to princely families of Jerusalem brought captive by Titus. HM two 
thousand years’ perpetual residence does not constitute a title to citizen- 
ship, the whole world had better pack its bags. : 

It is not suggested that this ts the only element in Italian Jewry. 
There are indeed more recent immigrants. Jews expelled from France 
settled in Piedmont in the fourteenth century. Refugees from Germany 
descended into Lombardy in the fifteenth. Marranos from Spain and 
Portugal set up their communities, particularly in Venice and Leghorn, 
in the sixteenth. But, from that period to our own day, there has been 
no considerable immigration save for the very recent and extremely 
distinctive influx ito one or two of the great industrial centres of 
the north which plays as yet no part in Italian life. The Italian Jew 
is, therefore, as Italian as any other element in the population. He 
speaks Italian; he looks Italian; he thinks as an Italian; and, if there 
is any physical or economic 
differentiation, it is the 
inevitable and evanescent out- 
come of the long generations 
of enforced segregation 
in the ghetto. 

Another point to be taken 
into account, which makes 
the present reaction all the 
more surprising, that 
generally - sneaking Italian 
Jewry has been comparatively 
well treated, or at least safe 
from physical maltreatment. 
There were occasional 
isolated attacks on the Jewish 
quarters, and in 1797, at the 
time of the French Revolu- 
tionary Wars, a minor wave 
of pogroms. But  Italian- 
Jewish history is not, like that 
of other Jewries, written in 
letters of blood. It is true 
that, at about the period of 
the expulsion from Spain, 
the Jews were expelled also 
from those paris of the 
country which were under 
Spanish rule—notably Sicily, 
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Sardinia, and the kingdom of Naples; but this was an alien’s crime. 
Incidentally, the Jews never resettled in these areas, which had 
hitherto housed some of the most important nuclei. From that day 
to this, there has been no Community south of Rome, except for one 
in Naples which has come into existence during the past century 
only—among the most modern of all the Communities of the country. 

The Italian-Jewish population in recent times has, therefore, been 
confined to the central and northern provinces. In the original Papal 
States, they were allowed to live after the sixteenth century in the cities 
of Rome and Ancona only. Elsewhere, they were scattered about 
in almost all the urban centres, some of which were barely more than 
large villages, where even to-day beautiful deserted Synagogues may, 
sometimes be seen. This was the case until a hundred years ago. In 
the course of the last century, however, there has been a constant drift 
from the small urban centres to the larger. Thus once-famous centres 
like Sienna, Cento, Asti have been almost entirely abandoned, while 
those like Florence. Turin, Bologna have increased. In recent years, 
the process has progressed a stage further, Rome and one or two 
other of the largest cities exercising an ever-increasing attraction on the 
various provincial centres. 

This has been accentuated by another phenomenon. On the one 
hand, inter-marriage has set in on a large scale. On the other, the 
Jews have formed to an increasing extent part of the urban middle 
class, in which natural increase fails to keep pace with the death rate. 
For a long time, this was compensated by the influx from the smaller 
centres to which allusion has been made. Now, this reservoir has 
been exhausted, or nearly so. Italian Jewry—numerically stationary 
for some time—-is thus faced with an imminent and catastrophic fall 
in numbers. Statisticians calculate that, left to themselves, a large 
number of the Communities which now number several hundreds 
would be faced with extinction within a very few years. The 
“ problem” of Italian Jewry would thus be solved automatically. 


THE ROME COMMUNITY 


There is only one Community to which this does not apply (excluding 
Milan, with about 8,000 Jews, and Trieste, with about 5,000, great 
commercial centres which during the past few years have attracted 
a considerable number of immigrants from abroad). This is Rome, 
which comprises approximately one-quarter of Italian Jewry (the 
census figures of 1931 gave 11,280 Jews, out of a total of 47.825 in 
the whole kingdom), but which a century ago did not comprise more 
than one-tenth. The difierence is due in part to the ever-increasing 
attraction of the capital for the Jewish population of other cities, but 
in part also to the facet that Rome is the only Italian-Jewish Com- 
munity with a sturdy and fecund proletariat. (It may be mentioned 
that almost all the street-hawkers who sell postcards and souveniss in 
the streets of the Eternal City and at the church doors are Jews). 
But even so, the Jews of Rome number approximately only one 
in one hundred of the total population of the city, while the Jews 
of Italy are only about one-tenth of one per cent. 

lt may be admitted, without shame or apology, that this numerically 
insignificant element has played a disproportionately important part 
in Italian life.. No one objected, at the time of the Risorgimento, when 
they made disproportionately great sacrifices, and took a dispropor- 
tionately large share, in throwing off the foreign bondage and achieving 
Italian unity. No one objected, fifty years ago, when savants like 
Ascoli and D’Ancona played so important a part in the renaissance 
of Italian culture.. No one objected, a generation ago, to the fact 
that the Jews provided so large a proportion of Italian physicians and 
scientists. On the basis of the Italian WuHo'’s Wuo, a statistician 
calculated that the proportion of persons of distinction in the Jewish 
Community outnumbered those in the general Italian world by fifteen 
to one, holding a clear lead in every field except the hereditary nobility 
and the Church. It was inevitable that, having been excluded from

The fifth of these 
points is the Jewish problem throughout the world and in Italy. 

The Fascist Party in Bologna has offered a prize of 1,500 lire for 
the best work on the racial problem in Italy. 

Passing from words to deeds, the Italian racialists have secured the 
resignation of Signor Salem, the Jewish Mayor of Trieste, and the 

‘Vice-Mayor, Signor Maroucci, has been appointed to succeed him. 
Signor Salem's resignation is said to be connected with the forthcoming 
visit of Mussolini in September. 

Several Jewish business men have been informed by the Federal 
Secretaries Of the Fascist Party that they must no longer consider 
themselves to be active members of their syndicates. (The syndicates 
are the ruling bodies for the various trades or professions.) This new 
ruling places many Jewish shopkeepers and business men outside the 
pale of Fascist organisation. 

The immediate result of Jewish fears that they will be ostracised from 
Fascist life, says the DaiLy TELEGRAPH AND MORNING Post, has been 
the cancellation of orders to factories by Jewish retailers and a general 
slowing down in business. |

The Italian secret police are reported to have carried out raids on 
Jewish hotels and boarding-houses in Milan, Venice, and Abbazia, and 
to have questioned all visitors. One Polish Jew was arrested in Milan. 
It is assumed that the police agents were looking for Jewish refugees 
from Austria and Germany. | . 

It is encouraging to learn, however, that while the anti-Jewish 
campaign is growing, the campaign of the €atholic Church against the 
new racial policy is also growing. Acting on instructions from the 
Vatican, Italian priests are denouncing racialism and exaggerated 
nationalism in the churches. Speaking in Rome, Cardinal Pizzardo, the 
head of the Catholic Action Organisation, declared that ractalism was 
leading the people in the paths of idolatry. 


Exconmunication Demand 


The Catholic Vira Nuova, of Trieste, urges the Pope to excom- 
municate partisans of racialism and announces that a large number 
of Catholics, enraged by the racial policy, expelled from the Trieste 
Cathedral a number of uniformed Fascists who appeared there. 

Opposition to the racial policy is also said to be widespread among 
the many Italian Consuls in foreign countries, and especially in the 
Near East. the Balkan States. and Egypt. A number of them have 
informed the Foreign Ministry in Rome that they view the new ant:- 
Semitic policy with grave concern, and that it will seriously affect the 
economic and cultural interests of Italy. In some countries, they state, 
a number of Ftalian schools patronised largely by Jews will have to 
ciose down should the Jewish children be withdrawn. A report from 
Tunis states that a movement has arisen there among the 12,000 Jews 
Who are Italian subjects to seek French citizenship.

Owning aristoeracies and the industrial magnates. This illusion, so 
carefully cultivated ty the fanatical enemies of Jewry, explains in a 
measure the anti-Semitism of the Italian Fascists in a country which 
boasts but 50,000 Jews, of whom only @ small proportion belong to 
the proletariat. Alluding to the spirited fight of the Holy See against 
the new racialism. my informant, who paid particular attention to this 
problem, had come to the conclusion that the Papal attitude was 
strongly supported by the higher clergy and the rural clergy, while 
in the cities-he had noticed that a section of the lower clergy was

tainted with Fascism. Nevertheless, the pungent Papal warning that 
whoever attacks the Pope shall perish” had produced a remarkable 
movement among the devout Italian masses. 

From his knowledge of the temper and traditions of the Vatican,

CURFEW FOR VIENNA JEWS 
Refuge From Nazi Assaults 
ARRESTS AND EVICTIONS 


According to a Prague message, a curfew for Jews in the second 
district has been ordered by the Vienna police after a number of 
Jews had been beaten in the streets by Nazi visitors to the “ Wandering 
Jew exhibition. 

_ Hundreds of Jews, including many elderly people, have been arrested 
in Vienna parks in the course of raids carried out by the police. The 
Jews were charged with entering the parks contrary to the recent 
orders of the authorities. The pleas of the Jews that the hot weather 
compelled them to seek fresh air proved of no avail. The only open 
space in Vienna where Jews can still enjoy fresh air during the hot 
summer days is the Jewish central cemetery, eight miles from the Jewish 
quarter. Here hundreds of Jewish families now congregate on a 
Sunday. Jews are also not allowed to visit any open-air bath of the 
Vienna Municipality, or any private bathing establishments in the city. 

The eviction of the Jewish tenants from houses and flats owned by 
“ Aryans ~ ts proceeding with full force. Many Jews who were unable 
to find new accommodation havé had to store their furniture. Some 
Nazi landlords threw the furniture belonging to their former Jewish 
tenants into the streets. 

In Baden, where there have been many anti-Jewish disturbances in 
inns and hotels, the Municipality has issued an order that Jews shall 
be admitted only to four large hotels, where they can be kept apart 
from “ Aryans.” and to one bathing establishment reserved for them. 

The Police President in Vienna has announced that in future only 
German passports will be issued to Austrian citizens. Existing Austrian 
passports lose their validity on December 31st. Full Jews must apply to 
a special passport office 7

It may be added that it is the only element in the entire 
country which perpetuates ethnically the tradition of the Italian popula- 
tion of Imperial days. The rest have had ‘their blood diversified to 
an enormous extent by the slaves of miscellaneous origm who were 
poured into the capital of the world for centuries; by Teutonic invaders 
in the north and Moslems in the south; by a long succession of’ devout 
pilgrims, not all of whom re-emigrated and not all of whom were 
moral.

Hf two 
thousand years’ perpetual residence does not constitute a title to citizen- 
ship, the whole world had better pack its bags. 

It is not suggested that this 1s the only element in Italian Jewry. 
There are tndeed more recent immigrants. Jews expelled from France 
settled in Piedmont in the fourteenth centurv. Refugees from Germany 
descended into Lombardy in the fifteenth. Marranos from Spain and 
Portugal set up their communities, particularly in Venice and Leghorn, 
in the sixteenth. But, from that period to our own day; there has been 
no considerable immigration save for the very recent and extremely 
distinfctive influx into one or two of the great industrial centres of 
the north which plays as yet no part in Italian life. The Italian Jew

Nevertheless, the pungent Papal warning that 
whoever attacks the Pope shall perish” had produced a remarkable 
movement among the devout Italian masses. 

From his knowledge of the temper and traditions of the Vatican, 
my diplomat friend was tempted to infer that this Papal sortie would 
hardly have taken place unless the “ intelligence department" of the 
Holy See had irrefutable proof that both the personal prestige of the 
Duce and the popularity of the Fascist regime were seriously on the 


wane, as the result of diplomatic defeats, inconclusive wars, and dire 
economic stringency, 


CURFEW FOR VIENNA JEWS 
Refuge From Nazi Assaults 
ARRESTS AND EVICTIONS 


According to a Prague message, ascurfew for Jews in the second 
district has been ordered by the Vienna police after a number of 
Jews had been beaten in the streets by Nazi visitors to the “ Wandering 
Jew exhibition. 

_ Hundreds of Jews, including many elderly people, have been arrested 
in Vienna parks in the course of raids carried out by the police. The 
Jews were charged with entering the parks contrary to the recent 
orders of the authorities. The pleas of the Jews that the hot weather 
compelled them to seek fresh air proved of no avail. The only open 
space in Vienna where Jews can still enjoy fresh air during the hot 
summer days is the Jewish central cemetery, eight miles from. the Jewish 
quarter. Here hundreds of Jewish families now congregate on a 
Sunday. Jews are also not allowed to visit any open-air bath of the 
Vienna Municipality, or any private bathing establishments in the city. 

The eviction of the Jewish tenants from houses and flats owned by 
“ Aryans ” ts proceeding with full force. Many Jews who were unable 
to find new accommodation have had to store their furniture. Some 
Nazi landlords threw the furniture belonging to their former Jewish 
tenants into the streets 

In Baden, where there have been many anti-Jewish disturbances in 
inns and hotels, the Municipality has issued an order that Jews shall 
be admitted only to four large hotels, where they can be kept apart 
from “ Aryans,” and to one bathing establishment reserved for them. 

The Police President in Vienna has announced that in future only 
German passports will be issued to Austrian citizens. Existing Austrian 
passports lose their validity on December 31st. Full Jews must apply to 
& special passport office. 


A Nazi administrator has been appointed for two of the most important 
Vienna hotels the Imperal!l and the Bristol, both formerly owned by Jews, 

Ihe Health Department has issued instructions that Jewish blood may not 
be accepted for transfusion to ailing “Aryans.” 

It is reported that Dr. Herman Oppenheim, former President of the Union 
of Austrian Jews, and Dr. Oskar Gruenbaum, Austrian Zionist leader, both 
of whom were arrested curing the first days of the Anschluss, have been 
released from the concentration camp at Dachau. Colonel Edler von 
Friedmann, President of the dissolved Union of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, and 
Dr. Felix Cohn. Presicent of the dissolved B'nai Brith Lodge, are also stated 
to have been released from Dachau. 

Dr. Rudolf Leicler, a famous Vienna nose and throat specialist, has 
committed suicide. His action ts believed to be due to the recent German 
ban on Jewish doctors. Dr. Julius Haaze, a well-known banker, ts reported 
to have committed ice tozether with his wife, son, three daughters, and 
Jewish servant 


NAZIS RUINING SUDETENLAND 


Figures published in Prague recently show how the whole economy 
of the Sudeien regions is beimg ruined by the Henleinists. -176 factories 
and business houses have left the Sudeten districts this year, forced out 
by the Hen'ein boycott of Jewish, Czech, and other anti-Nazi pro- 
prietors. A further reason has been that firms in other parts of the 
country will not send orders to the Sudeten regions because of the anti- 
Czechoslovakian campaign being conducted there. 

Matters have reached such a pitch that even the Nazis are expressing 
alarm at the growing tendency of Jewish industrialists to remove their 
concerns to Czech areas. The Nazi Zeit impudently demands that 
the Government put an-end to this movement, as it greatly aggravates 
the unemployment problem among the Sudeten Germans and “ Is likely 
to. arouse the anger of the German-workers against the Jews who are 
escaping with their money and factories to the Czech areas.” | he 
Nazi Press cal's for the confiscation of such Jewish property. 

The VoEeLKISCHER BEOBACHTER reports with indignation that the 
well-known shoe firm of Bata, of Zlin, has acquired the concern of 
Cichorius and Co. in Krazau. The fears of the workers and the entire 
Sudeten-German public are justified, it declares, for Bata is known for 
his anti-German utterances. Meanwhile, Herr Bata has issued a statc- 
ment asserting that he is not a Jew but that, in spite of the attacks 
made on him in the German Press, he would not be ashamed if he 
were indeed a Jew. 


The Prague correspondent of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE has submitted a 
memorandum on the euestion of the Sudeten Germans and the Jews to 
Lord Runciman, who is at present on a visit of “mediation” to the 
country. Among the guests invited to meet Lord Runciman during his 
visit were Messrs. D. I. Sandelson, O.B.E., R. Silman, Joseph Schenck, and 

se 

Press has renewed its campaign, spreading reports that 
the country is being flooded with illegal refugees and demanding the 
expulsion of the Austrian Jews who entered the country without visas. A 
crv has also been raised against the removal to Prague and other Czech 
cities of considerable numbers of Jews, from the Sudeten-German districts, 
who are trying to escape fromthe nersecution and boycott organised by the 
Henlein Nazis. Two issugsof the Slovakian Nationalist organ, the SLOWAK, 
have been confiscated by the @uthorities for inciting the population against 
the Jews. One article acctred the Jews of committing ritual murder. 

All the twelve passengers killed when a Czech aeroplane crashed in flames 
in the Black Forest last Saturday are stated to have been Jews. The air 
line concerned is one which crosses Germany without stopping and 1s 
a favourite route of “non-Aryans,” who would experience difficulties if 


they travelled by rail. 
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MINORITY RIGHTS FOR RUMANIAN JEWS 


New Commissioner’s Assurances 


REVISION OF CITIZENSHIPS TO BE STUDIED 


The question as to whether the Jews of Rumania are to be treated 
by the Government as a national minority and are, as such, to enjoy the 
privileges granted by the new Minorities Statute has been answered 
in the affirmative by Professor Silviu Dragomir, the newly-appointed 
Commissioner for Minorities, in an interview with Dr. Theodor Fischer, 
President of the Jewish Party. 

Dr. Fischer raised the question of the revision of citizenships, Jewish 
schools, the definition of what comprised the Jewish minority, and the 
general Jewish economic position. Professor Dragomir requested him 
to submit a memorandum incorporating his views. This, together with 
a memorandum previously submitted by him, ts to be placed, after 
consideration by Professor Dragomir, before the Prime Minister. 

Professor Dragomir finally asgpred Dr. Fischer that the Rumanian 
Jews would be treated in the sarfe manner as any other minority. He 
also gave him assurance that his first task would be to make a careful 
study of the question of the revision of Jewish citizenships. 


Unfortunate Incidents 


Unfortunately, certain other developments of a less encouraging 
nature have also been reported. The Ministry of Education ts said to 
have announced that a number of new technical schools to train artisans 
and workers will soon be established, but that they will be open only 
to Christians. The Ministry of Finance has granted 90,000,000 lei to 
assist merchants; but this sum, it is declared, will be used only to help 
merchants of pure Rumanian origin to extend their concerns and to 
enable them to compete with “alien” commercial elements. Over 
1,000 Jewish innkeepers throughout the provinces who have applied 
to the courts to reconsider the cancellation of their citizenships are 
threatened with the immediate loss of their livelihoods as a result of an 
order issued by the Ministry of Finance. The order provides that 
only the liquor licences held by Rumanian citizens are to be renewed. 
A delegation of Jewish innkeepers from the Province of Moldavia has 
eft for Bucharest to request an extension of the licences until the 
ourts have examined their appeals. 

‘All Jewish visitors have left the resort of Dodone, in Transylvania, 
following an announcement by the administration of the resort that 
Jews are not wanted there. 


RAIDS ON JEWS IN DANZIG 
Thousands Have Been Sent to Concentration Camp, 


The Nazi regime in Danzig is daily becoming more and more 
indistinguishable from that in the Third Reich, Herr Burckhardt, the 
League of Nations Commissioner, notwithstanding. 

In the last few days, the Nazis have carried out raids on Jewish 
hotels, cafés, and restaurants in Danzig and Zoppot. Although the 
police did not discover any “ undesirables,” a number of Jews, mainly 
Polish citizens, whose documents were alleged not to be in order, were 
arrested. Following one series of raids, British and other foreign 
Jewish visitors left the city hurriedly. It is stated that British Jews 
were among those searched. 

Following the German example, the Danzig authorities have formed 
a special central Jewish organisation which will deal with all the Jewish 
activities in the economic, religious, and philanthropic spheres. 

According to a secret anti-Nazi wireless station which is broadcasting 
from Danzig, 8,449 Social Democrats, Catholics, and Jews have been 
taken from Danzig to concentration camps*im’Germany since thé local 
Nazis came to power. 


MOVEMENT AGAINST ALIENS IN BELGIUM 
Responsible Officials Plead for Tolerance 


[From our Correspondent—ANTWERP] 


An association of merchants in the industrial centre of Charleroi has 
passed a resolution calling upon the Government to restrict drastically 
the activities of foreigners in commerce. This has brought a reply 
from the Martin, of Antwerp, which warned its readers against 
any action which would prejudice the position of Belgians residing 
abroad, whose numbers exceed those of foreigners in this country. 
An attack on foreigners appeared in the HANDELSBLAD, a Catholic 
paper, which has discovered that the best way to solve the unemploy- 
ment problem would be to adopt the method used by Hitler and to 
expel the 320,000 foreigners in Belgium. 

Against these anti-foreign and anti-Semitic outbursts comes the 
soothing voice of, the President of the Flemish Catholic Party who, 
in a striking speech, declared that he would rather go into a concen- 
tration camp than debase the Flemish movement to a policy of 
racialism. 

The Burgomaster of Antwerp, who is likewise the President of the 
Belgian Chamber of Deputies, delivered an address recently in which 
he made an eloquent plea for tolerance. Speaking at a prize distribu- 
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tion to the Municipal School, in which are a large number of Jews, 
he said that there was no distinction made as to race or religion. 

The Rex movement, whose principal organs continue to attack Jews, 
received a check recently when the Burgomaster of a village near 
Brussels, who took a prominent part in a demonstration of this Party, 
was dismissed by the Government. 


JEWS MURDERED BY ENDEKS 
Hooliganism Flares up in Poland 


After a brief respite, Jews in Poland are again being subjected to 
attacks by Endek hooligans all over the country. In Lodz, where an 
election campaign is in progress, the Endeks have been assaulting 
Jewish pedestrians in the streets. One Jew named Schein was stabbed 
to death. 

A number of Jews were wounded and several Jewish houses wrecked 
during anti-Jewish disturbances in Rembertow, twenty miles from 
Warsaw. The police, who made two arrests, had great difficulty in 
quelling the riot. 

In Kaluszin, near Minsk-Mazowiecki, the scene of the ghastly pogrom 
two years ago, four Jews and one Jewess were injured, as was a non- 
Jew who tried to protect them. In Jaslo, Eastern Galicia, Endek 
students attacked Jews in the streets. Among their victims was a non- 
Jewess, the daughter of Professor Rudnicki, of Lemberg, who was 
mistaken for a Jewess. In Celestinow, near Warsaw, the Endeks 
bombarded Jewish shops with stones. 

The most tragic incident occurred in Ostubek, where Endeks mortally 
injured an eight-year-old Jewish boy named Iser Rosochacki. The boy 
was taken to hospital in Warsaw, where he died. 


The Municipality of Choszow, near Kattowice, has borrowed a leaf from 
the book of the Vienna Nazis and put up a notice outside the local park 
forbidding Jews to enter. In Lukow, in the Lublin district, the authorities 
have forbidden Jewish children to_enter a local playground. The Jewish 
members of the Sejm and Senate are to appeal to the Ministry of the 
Interior to remove the notices. 

Following decisions by the Polish military authorities, Jewish army con- 
tractors are ‘to be avoided in future whenever orders are placed by the 
military chiefs. 


GENERAL COUNCIL FOR JEWISH RIGHTS 
New U.S. ‘* United Front ” Body : 


A General Council for Jewish Rights has been formed by a joint 
conference of the American Jewish Committee, the American Jewish 
Congress, the B'nai B'rith, and the American Jewish Labour Committee 
held in New York this week. The conference was held to give effect 
to the resolution adopted in Pittsburg by the representatives of the 
four organisations to organise a common agency for the defence of 
Jewish rights. | 

The newly-established Council is to comprise twenty representatives, 
five from each of the four organisations, with additional members 
admissible by a five-sixths vote of the Council. The constitution of 
the Council provides for quarterly meetings and individual voting, a 
two-thirds majority being binding. 3 


U.S. LIBERAL JEWS’ DEFENCE SCHEME 
Great Campaign of Enlightenment 


Plans for combating anti-Semitism by making authoritative informa- 
tion’ about the Jew readily available to the American public were 
unfolded by the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, parent 
body of American Liberal Judaism, at a recent meeting in Cincinnatt. 

Under the slogan, * The Truth About the Jew,” the Union ts estab- 
lishing in each of its 294 congregations throughout the United States 
and Canada local committees which will distribute literature, make 
contact with the Press, and use other publicity means in co-operation 
with a national committee. 

The national committee hopes to publish four popular pamphlets 
during the first year of the enterprise. The first, “ Judaism's Influence 
in the Founding of the Republic,” is already being printed. The 
pamphlets will be supplemented by a campaign designed to reach the 
general public. Local and national radio broadcasts, newspaper and 
magazine articles are being planned, and several full-length books are 
to be published. 


The Union is to cagfine its efforts strictly to counter-propaganda 
of a constructive nature. 


“IN TURKEY ANTI-SEMITISM CANNOT EXIST” 


One of the leading Turkish dailies, TAN, deplores in a leading article 
the spread of anti-Semitism in Europe. 

“A certain political tendency is prevalent in Europe to-day,” it 
States. “In certain countries this even forms the corner-stone of 
politics. It is anti-Semitism. The humiliations imposed upon the Jews 
go beyond the limits of good sense and are likely to create a reaction 
in their favour. In Turkey, anti-Semitism does not and cannot exist, 
and we have no sympathy whatever with such a movement.” 


NAZI CALL TO AUSTRALIAN GERMANS 


The German short-wave station broadcast a special programme to 
South Australia last month in connection with the celebration of the 
departure from Klemzig, a century ago, of the first batch of German 
emigranis. Two hundred Germans, fleeing from religious persecution, 
settled in’ the Adelaide Hills, calling thé place after the German town 
they had left. 

According to Tue Times, the Australian descendants of these 
refugees gathered in force to hear the broadcast message, which stated :

MORAL NAUSEA” 
Bishop of Durham and Germany’s Policies 


“ The cause of bringing England and Germany more closely together 
. . . Will best be served by making clear to the rulers of Germany 
that their present policies, racial and religious, with the practical 
expressions of those policies in the infamous oppression of minorities 
and individuals, are creating in English minds a moral nausea which 
is of all alienating factors the most formidable imaginable,” wrote the 
Bishop of Durham in a letter to last Friday’s Times. 

“ No policy of political co-operation can be sound or permanent if it be 
not based on a community of sentiment with respect to those principles of 
social intercourse, historically drawn from the Christian religion, which are 
the ultimate bases of genuine civilisation.” he concluded. 

The Bishop of Lichfield, Dr. F. S. Woods, speaking at St. James’ 
Wednesbury, recently, described the recent activities against the Jews in 
Central Europe as “a terrible disease.” 

“ Who can view without shame and horror this recrudescence of national 
animosity and racial ardour?” the Bishop said. “ These terrib'e attacks 
against the Jews that are being perpetrated in Germany and Austria are 
like some terrible disease which can only be countered by putting Christian 
ideas into the minds and hearts of men.” . 

In the Cradley Heath Parish Magazine, the Vicar (the Rev. J. V. W 
Ward-Booth), writing on the Jewish question, appeals to his congregation 
not to falter in prayer and sympathy for Jews and “ non-Arvan ” Christians 
during this time of mass persecution in countries like Germany and Austria 
“ How futile to endeavour to gauge the percentage of Aryan blood in any 
man’s veins!” he states. “God created all men, and peace and prosperity 
will only come to this world as every race makes its own peculiar 
contribution towards peace.” 


Christians’ Sympathy 


In a letter to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, Mr. Nathan Laski writes that 
he wishes to thank “the anonymous donor of £100 sent to me to be given 
to the fund to assist the relief of the persecuted Jews in Austria.

everything but commerce during the long nightmare of the ghetto, 
they tended to play a considerable role in this as well; and those who 
know the characteristic Italian-Jewish names might recognise them 
on the shop-fronts in all the principal streets. But at the same time 
there has been a considerable degree of acute economic distress; and the 
various Communities’ have been hard pressed to provide adequate 
succour to the paupers who looked to them for relief. . 

At the beginning of the present century, the economic distribution 
of Italian Jewry was calculated as follows: industry 24.7 per cent.; 
liberal professions 21.6 per ‘cent.; agriculture or rentiers 8.0 per cent.; 
commerce 45.7 per cent. 

The last figure, however, included the hawkers and pedlars, on 
the border-line of penury, who were perhaps a majority. 

One speaks of Italian Jews. But it is not so easy to decide what 
that means as it was a century ago. In those days it meant that body 
of Italians who professed the Jewish religion. But since then great 
changes have taken place. Italy is the classical land of Jewish 
Assimilation, as well as of Jewish Emancipation. Inter-marriage (as 
was indicated above) has increased alarmingly; in some places, such 
aS Trieste, more Jews married outside their Community, and were 
thus lost to Judaism, than inside. Even those who are Jewish by birth, 
and who have not formally abandoned Judaism, are in very many 
cases not professing Jews; while the Jewishness of many of the 
remainder is a diminishing quantity. The magnificent Synagogues, 
formerly inadequate for the worshippers who desired to find a place, 
are in most cases never filled: and those who come on the great 
Occasions are generally of the older generation, whose example is not 
likely to be followed by their offspring. There has, it is ‘true, been 
a definite revival during the past couple of decades, but this has affected 
only a comparative few: the samé applies to the Zionist enthusiasm 
which has courageously been maintained in a limited circle, notwith- 
Standing external rumblings. 

The Italian Jews against whom the new reaction is directed are, 
therefore, in many cases no more than Italians of Jewish parentage, 
with a diminishing Jewish consciousness and an overwhelming Italian 
enthusiasm. They played their part in Italian life, in all its phases. 
They contributed soldiers, statesmen, writers, thinkers. They gave Italy 
some of its most famous figures—a Minister for War like that 
Ottolenghi who was tutor to the Royal Family, a Prime Minister like 
that Luzzatti who spirituatised the power of gold, a Foreign Minisier 
like that Sonnino to whose determination even Mussolini paid homage. 
They played their part, and their blood flowed, even in the Fascist 
Revolution, before it was fashionable to be a follower of Mussolini 
(I State it as an historical fact, without praise or blame). There was 
no difference between them and their. neighbours, other than this 
religious tradition—unfortunately (as |,have said) a diminishing one. 

hat there should be a violent reaction against them seemed, to those 


_who know Italy, inconceivable. In that country of all, where they are 


SO acclimatised, and where they were so fully assimilated, it could not 

happen! But one has the uncomfortable feeling that, rationally con- 

sidered, it “ could not have happened ” in Germany either. It is another 

warning-post for us in the English-speaking lands. Democracy is the 
ulwark of our freedom; we must be prepared.

COUNTERBLAST TO JEW-BAITERS

I could not but compare the atmosphere at the London Area Council 
meeting in Finsbury Square on Tuesday with that at the Blackshirt 
meetings usually held there. At the former, there was a tranquillity and 
geniality, fostered by the speakers’ attempts to make themselves not the 
masters but, in the interests of truth and justice, the servants of the 
audience (which, on this occasion, numbered well over 100, despite 
the occasional drizzle). At the latter, the shadow of the dictators looms 
portentously over all; the speaker brooks no opposition, and is 
intolerant as he spins out his sophistry cunningly designed to entrap 
the unenlightened. 

The L.A.C. meeting was an excelle@ counterblast. It was a delight 
to listen to the second speaker, an old anti-defamation.campaigner and 
a-non-Jew. You want to attack the Jews, his words said in essence; 
don't be fools. You won't only destroy the Jew, you'll destroy your- 
selves. His apophthegms were designed to be remembered. “ The 
Jew-baiter is a political dope-trafficker,” for instance; “Anti-Semites 
are political quacks who are not concerned with causes, but seek 
effects “; and “ Fascists are trained blockheads who march to music.” 
The audience, Jew and non-Jew, laughed at these, but many also 
repeated them and thought them over. 


FASCIST PROVOCATION 
Sentence on Jew Reduced 


Woolf Toubervitch, an unemployed tailor, of Fordham Street, 
Stepney, London, who was arrested at a Blackshirt meeting at Stepney 
Green, appealed at London Sessions on Tuesday against a conviction 
for using insulting words likely to have occasioned a breach of the 
peace. The Appeals Committee dismissed the appeal against the 
conviction but reduced the fine to £5 or eight days, and gave T ouber- 
vitch fourteen days in which to pay. 

Counsel for the defence submitted that there was no case. Formerly, 
he said, Jews and other people lived peacefully in the East End. Now 
it was “ uproar at these meetings, breaking of shops, nocturnal assaults, 
and Jews being blackguarded and attacked.” 

Mr. G. G. Raphael, for the police, said that the Commissioner had 
the greatest difficulty in dealing with cases of disorder arising out of 
such meetings. The Act was applied impartially to both sides. Police 
Sergeant King said that the speaker, following the meeting, was con- 
victed and fined for using insulting words about the Jews. Cross- 
examined, the officer who arrested Toubervitch said that he did not 
then know that seven people had complained to two inspectors about 
the provocative. words of the speaker, and that a C.1.D. officer's notes 
contained pages and pages of scurrilous abuse of the Jews generally. 

Toubervitch had been convicted under the Public Order Act by Mr. Harris, 
the Thames magistrate. and fined £10 or forty-two days’ imprisonment. He was 
arrested at a Stepney Green Fascist meeting, which was addressed by ~ Mick ” 
Clarke. well known throughout the East End for his anti-Jewish sentiments. The 
meeting was held on a Sunday near two Synagogues, a. Jewish hospital, and @ 
block of flats occupied by Jews. 


STATE IS THE SERVANT OF MAN 


Ambassador’s Defence of Democracy 


Speaking at the Welsh National Eisteddfod at Cardiff recently, Mr. 
Joseph E. Davies, l'nited States Ambassador to Belgium, said that the 
world was out of joint. The basic faith of their fathers had been 
challenged. Hosts of men had been swept from their mental moorings. 

For freedom, liberty, and the dignity of the human spirit there were 
those who would substitute autocratic power, regimented subservience, 
and tvranny which, throughout the ages, men had died to prevent. 
Governments had been created upon the premise that democracy was a 
failure and out of joint with the requirements of modern economic and 
political life. Whole peoples had been indoctrinated by the propaganda 
of dictatorships into a state of mind which welcomed the thought that 
men existed only for the uses of government and that States did not 
exist to serve mankind. 

“We maintain that the State is not the master but the servant of 
man.” he concluded. “ We maintain and still believe democracy 1s the 
best form of government yet evolved to serve mankind, for such a 


government finds its just powers in the consent of its citizens, who, » 


through constitutional, Parliamentary processes, and in the exercise of 
free thought and free speech, do frame the kind of community in 
which they and their children shall live. We deny that autocratic 
tyranny in the long run ts more effective in securing the welfare of 
humanity than is democracy.

MR. RUBLEE IN LONDON 
New Director Sets to Work 
NAZIS REJECT “FORMAL” NEGOTIATIONS 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


Mr. George Rublee, the new American Director of the Permanent 
Committee for Refugees set up as a result of the Evian Conference, 
arrived in London on Monday with a section of his staff, and 
proceeded, immediately on arrival, to hold a conference with the 
Assistant Director, Mr. Pell, and those members of the organisation 
who were already in London. @From them he was able to gather 
what had already been done since the appointment of the Committee, 
and the prospects of its future development. 

First and foremost, he appeared anxious to ascertain whether, and 
if so when, it would be possible for him to get into touch with the 
German authorities. The outlook in this connection is still obscure. 
So far as I have been able to glean, the German Government is 
not prepared to negotiate with any individual foreign Government 
on an issue which it professes to regard, wholly independently of its 
international repercussions, as a domestic one. On the other hand, 
there is a certain readiness to discuss informally the possibility of 
German financial aid for the emigrants with the officials of the London 
Committee, but this as an act of grace and even magnanimity! 

The undoubted goodwill of the American sponsors and officials 
of the Committee does not, however, warrant any great measure of 
optimism as to the scope and purpose of its future activities. The 
exclusion from that scope of the grave political and economic problems 
pertaining to the Jewish Communities in Central and Eastern Europe 
has produced a deplorable impression in those countries. Rumania 
is still possessing herself in patience, pending King Carol's state 
visit to Great Britain. But the same remark does not apply to 
Poland, where resentment in Government circles at the treatment 
meted out to the Polish observer at Evian equals the feeling of hopeless- 
ness which prevails among the destitute and other Jews yearning for 
a new home and a new living. The purely Western outlook seems to 
place, as it were, a premium on brutality towards the minorities of 
Eastern Europe, when it is seen that Nazi brutality has earned for 
the German Government and German Jews so sweeping a priority 
of consideration. | 

It may be not inexpedient to enter a caveat against the very real 
possibility that the London Committee's bias in favour of small and 
widely scattered “ outlets” will be used to distract the attention of 
both Jewish and world opinion from the threatened further curtail- 
ment of facilities for the resettlement of the exiles from Europe in 
Palestine. The influence of our Colonial Office ts well-nigh certain 
to exert itself in this direction. It may be added that the reports 
of .certain foreign consular representatives in Palestine-——other, it 
should be pointed out, than those of totalitarian States—are highly 
critical of the manner in which the Palestine Administration and police 
are harrying their local critics, not infrequently by methods not so 
far removed. from those of the Gestapo. The Palestine authorities, 
fortunately, cannot censor foreign consular reports as they are able 
to suppress private telegrams and letters on the subject. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that Sir Nevile Henderson, 
the British Ambassador in Berlin. is in constant touch with the German 
Foreign Office on the question of Jewish emigration. Contrary to 
reports in the foreign Press, however, he has made no official move 
on the question. Sir Nevile is stated to be closely co-operating with 
Mr. Hugh Wilson, the American Ambassador in Berlin. It is thought 
that the investigations already initiated will pave the way to more 
direct negotiations which Mr. Rublee will start with the German 
Government. 

Lord Allen of Hurtwood visited Prague after staying in Germany, 
where he is reported by the J.T.A. to have conferred with Herr von 
Ribbentrop, the German Foreign Minister, regarding the refugees. 
According to the Prague Press, Lord Allen told Herr von Ribbentrop 
that England expected Germany to permit the refugees to take out 
twenty per cent. of their capital. : 


NORTHERN IRELAND WELCOMES REFUGEES 


New Industry for Ulster 
LEATHER WORKERS BROUGHT FROM AUSTRIA 


[From our Correspondent—BELFAST] 


The Northern Ireland Government is willing to give the greatest 
possible aid to any refugees who feel that they are able to establish 
new industries in Northern Ireland or render practical aid to existing 
ones and thus help reduce unemployment. 

An example of what the Northern Ireland Government is prepared 
to do is shown by the readiness with which it has assisted Mr. Alfred 
Neumann, an Austrian Jew, to set up his factory in Newtownards. 
Until some months ago, Mr. Neumann was able to rely upon regular 
supplies of home handicrafts in leather, ete., from Austria; but with 
the coming of the Nazis this industry was to all purposes ruined. Mr. 
Neumann got in touch with the Northern Ireland Ministry of Com- 
merce, who, after carefully going into matters, assured him of the 
fullest assistance. Premises have been found in Newtownards and, 
with the aid of the Government, “ key workers” have been brought 
from Austria. In order to ensure that the workers were safely removed 


from the hands of the Nazis, the Government enjoined the strictest 


secrecy, but at the last moment one of the workers was arrested by the 
Gestapo. The other seven are now in Northern Ireland and are 
training local women and girls in home handicrafts. The training is 
being done in batches of sixty, and it is hoped eventually that, as 
a result of Jewish enterprise, between 600 and 700 people will find 
employment. To aid the venture further, the Northern Ireland Ministry 
of Labour is making a weekly grant of 10s. to each worker while under- 
going training. 

The idea of bringing these key workers has been cordially welcomed 
in Northern Ireland, and the refugees, on arrival, have been given a 
public welcome by the Government, the local Borough Council, and 
leading organisations. It must be stressed that, despite the wide 
religious and political differences which exist in Northern Ireland, there 
is no anti-Semitism but deep sympathy for those who are being 
persecuted on the Continent. 

The Northern Government, I learn, is at work trying to bring key 
workers in other industries to Northern Ireland, but will not disclose 
its plans, the reason being that it does not wish to place any who 
might still be in Germany or Austria in any danger from the Nazis. 
There may, however, be among the refugees who have already escaped 
many who feel that they could set up industries in Northern Ireland, 
and they and organisations who are concerned with the welfare and 
future of refugees can be assured that any facts they care to place 
before the Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce will be carefully 
and sympathetically examined. (It would be useless for any refugees 
to come to Belfast, or, for that matter, any part of the country, unless 
they had first been in touch with the necessary Department.) Local 
authorities are combining with the Government in the move to attract 
new industries. Free sites, exemption from rates, and financial aid are 
among the facilities offered; and in a short space of time the services 
of a marketing staff will be available to help the sales of goods produced 
in British and other markets. 

It is interesting to recall that over 200 years ago Northern Ireland 
welcomed the French Huguenot refugees, who laid the foundations of 
the world-famous Ulster linen industry. Who knows but that the action 
of the Northern Ireland Government, one of the youngest in the world, 


may see other valuable industries established and a haven found for 
some hundreds of refugees? 


NORTHERN RHODESIA: A MISAPPREHENSION 
No Plan for Mass Immigration 


According to a statement issued by the Government of Northern 
Rhodesia, the elected members of the Legislative Council have 
unanimously opposed any immigration of Jewish refugees. The acting 
Governor, therefore, felt unable to advise the Secretary of State that the 
matter would be proceeded with further at the present time. 

In authoritative circles in London, the view is expressed that the 
statement issued by the Northern Rhodesian Government is based on a 
misapprehension. It is pointed out that the report previously circulated 
in the country regarding the alleged intention of the Imperial Govern- 
ment to allow the immigration of 500 families of Jewish refugees was 
absolutely without foundation, as the Imperial Government had no 
intention of supporting any plan for mass immigration of refugees into 
any British colony. The process of settlement of refugees; it is con- 
tended, must be gradual, and the possibilities of Eastern Africa and 
Northern Rhodesia to absorb refugees are very limited. It is further 
pointed out that in his recent speech in the House of Lords, Lord 
Plymeuth, the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, definitely stated 
that so far as the settlement of refugees in East Africa and Northern 
Rhodesia was concerned, time must be allowed for consideration of 
what was obviously a complicated problem, 


AUSTRALIAN AGRICULTURISTS WANT JEWS 


Several speakers in the Victorian Chamber of Agriculture denounced 
“ the imposing of restrictions on the immigration of the highly-cultured 
Austro-German refugees while permitting the immigration of Italians 
merely because they had relatives in Australia.” 

Many agricultural societies in the State of Victoria have urged their 
members to ask for the admission of Austro-German refugees as 
agricultural workers. 

The Metbourne AGe reprints an article published in the current issue 
of the Jewish HERALD protesting against the refusal to admit Jewish 
refugees as immigrants. “Some immigrants Australia wants,” the 
paper states, “and others it does not want. Surely, it is possible to 


keep out the undesirable immigrants without shutting the door on 
everybody.” 


RESPITE FOR REFUGEES IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
Government to Negotiate with London Committee 


Sir Neill Malcolm, the League of Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees coming from Germany, has received from the Czechoslovak 
Legation in London a reply to an inquiry which he made concerning 
the Austrian refugees who entered Czechoslovakia illegally, says the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. : 

The Czechoslovak Government, wishing to do their utmost to 
co-operate, has decided to allow those Austrian refugees who were 
already on their territory at the time of Sir Neill’s inquiry (August 5th) 
and who were to be deported on the 8th to.remain for the.time being 


while negotiations about their future will proceed with the London 
Inter-Governmental Refugee Committee. 


Visas for Palestine hav@ been granted to a number of the forty-seven 
Jewish refugees from Burgenland who have been living in a French tug 
moored on the Danube at Rajka, between Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
since Anril f9th. 

Although racial discrimination does not figure in the Portuguese Govern- 
ments programme, the authorities dealing with immigration are putting the 
greatest obstacles in the way of the entry of Austrian refugees into Portugal, 
reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Residential permits are being 
systematically refused. It is also stated that mass immigration into the 
Portuguese colonies is strictly forbidden.

NEW TERM ALL THIS WEEK. 
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HE lack of support by Jewish parents 
to the Jewish day schools that have so far 
been established makes it abundantly 
clear that these efforts are still regarded by 
them as pioneer ventures, admirable, of course, 
but not to be reckoned with in the actual 
planning of their daily domestic and social 
economy. There is still some disapproval 
for’ the movement on the ground that the 
segregation of young children from the rest of 
the community is a step in the wrong direction. 

The question of the Jewish day school 
differs from that of the Jewish boarding 
school, where the appeal for the Jewish 
parent is far more insistent. The provision 
of Jewish surroundings and food, the 
atmosphere of loving solicitude tradition- 
ally associated with the Jewish heart, and 
the upholding of the Jewish religious 
practices make the case for sending 
children to Jewish boarding schools almost 
irresistible to many Jewish mothers and 
fathers. 


School Supplementing Home 


_It is argued by some that many of these 
considerations do not apply in the case of 
a.day school, which is not intended (as is 
the boarding school) to take the place of 
a home for the child; but the argument is 
fallacious in so far as few homes, no 
matter how Orthodox, can supply the 
reguiar training and education that it is 
the school’s duty to inculcate. In a word, 
the day school and the home should be 
supplementary to each other. If Jewish 
parents really believe in the principle of 
the Jewish school, they will make every 
effort to see that their children attend one, 
even at the cost of some personal 
inconvenience. 

The Jewish school which caters for little 
children of the preparatory school age is 
obviously of paramount importance. It deals 
with the child at the most impressionable and 
vulnerable stage of its development. | O- 
vides, just at that time, an atmosphere ‘devoid 
of the disturbing psychological conflicts arising 
from differentiation between children of 
different race and creed.

Plum and Apple SieTon 


Dripping Or suct crust, {-lo. Brown sugar 
Plums, j-Ib. Cinnamon. 


Appies, j-Ib. Water, 4-teacupful. 

THICKLY grease a pudding basin: add a cood layer of brown sugar: then 
line with pastry. Wash the plums: peel and core the apples and cut into 
small pieces; half fill the basin. with the fruit; sprinkle with sugar and 
a dust of cinnamon; add the remaining fruit and more Sugar and cinna- 
mon; pour in the water and cover wiih crust. Twist a greased paper over 
the top and bake in a moderate oven about an hour. Turn out on to a 
hot dish. 

Plum Tart 


Flour, 8 oz. Pinch of mixed spice. 
Margarine, 4 o7. Castor sugar, 4 oz. 
Cinnamon, }-teaspoonful. Water. 


Plums, tb \ large cooking apple 
Baking powder, {-teaspoonful. 

Sieve flour, baking powder, cinnamon, spice, and two teaspoonfuls of 
castor sugar into a bowl; rub in the margarine and mix to a stiff paste 
with cold water. Divide in halves, roll out thinly and line a shallow tin 
with one piece. 

Scald the plums; plunge into cold water: then remove skin and stones 
and cut up into small pieces. Peel and core apple and cut up very small: 
mix with the plums and sugar and heap up over the pastry: sprinkle over 
two tablespoonfuls of cold water: cover with pastry and bake in a moderate 
oven for about forty-five minutes. Serve hot or cold. 


Plum Svonce 


Plums, Ilb. Sell-rarsing flour, 5 oz. 
Demarara sugar. Margarine, 4 oz. 
Iwo eggs. Castor sugar, 4 oz. 


Wash plums;.cut in halves; remove stones and put in a fireproof dish 
and sprinkle with demarara sugar. 

Beat margarine and sugar to a cream; add the lightly-beaten eggs: stir 
in the sieved flour and mix lightly.

GREASE a fireproof dish and put in a thick layer of stale cake crumbs 
or breadcrumbs; then add a layer of stewed plums; continue these layers 
ull the dish is full, having a thick layer of crumbs on top; sprinkle with 
brown sugar; dot with margarine and bake in a moderate oven for about 
forty minutes.

A matter in which he took great pride was 
that contact had been made with many local non-Jewish clubs, and 
these associations had reached their culmination in the inter-city sports 
which had been held at the Roundhay School Ground for the

Disirict Boys’ Club in winning the trophy. The debt of the Judean 
Club to the manogement of the Jewish Institute was one that could 
never be repaid, inasmuch as assistance had been forthcoming from 
the Institute in many departments. Some of the finest members who 
now belonged to the Jewish Institute had received their training at the 
Judean Club. Thanks to the generosity of Mr. Mark Labovitch, the 
second annual picnic of the Club had recently been held. The assistance 
given by. Mr. Laboviitch in many sections of the Club’s work was both 
a source of practical help and an inspiration to the Club management. 

The Club's needs were twofold, said the Chairman, in conclusion. 
In. the first place, the ideal to be sought after was the segregation of 
the sexes, whereby the boys and girls would each have their separate 
institutions. The association of the sexes hindered the work of cach. 
In the second place, an indispensable condition necessary for the 
successful functioning of the Club was the possession of playing fields, 
but at the moment the Club was diffident about going to the 
Community for an appeal of this nature. : 

Mr. L. E. Wigoder, President of the Club, moved the adoption of 
the Chairman's report. He said he had witnessed the growing strength 
of the Club, which to-day represented a body of youth which was not 
lacking in knowledge of its people's history and was concerned about tts 
future. With regard to the question of playing-fields, Mr. Widoger said 
that a physical training centre for the whole of the youth of Leeds 
was a method of circumventing what seemed to be an almost insur- 
mountable obstacle. Much of the progress the Club had made had been 
due in no small part to Mr. Rowlands’s direction and selfless sacrifice, 
Mr. Eli Solomon associated himself with '‘r.

GIFFNOCK AND NEWLANDS SYNAGOGUE 


Foundation-Stone Laid

Reference to the benefits to be derived by a union of the Synagogues 
in the City of Glasgow was made by Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., President 
of the Jewish Representative Council, when he presided on Sunday 
in the Tudor Halls at a reception following the laying of the 
foundation-stone of the new Giffnock and Newlands Synagogue in 
Braidbar Road. 

Sir Maurice said that they had witnesséd.that day a great event 
in the history of the Glasgow Community. He extended congratula- 
tions to all concerned and wished the new Congregation every success. 
When five years ago the principal local charity was appealing for 
funds, the Giffnock Congregation, he said, had organised an appeal, 
indicative that the first principles of the Synagogue were being 
practised. 

Mr. Ellis Isaacs, M.B.E., in proposing the toast of “ The Giffnock 
Congregation,” gave a brief survey of the establishment of the 
Synagogues in the southern area of the city, and said that Giffnock 
was the tenth in the south. 

In reply, Mr. E. Levitus, Chairman of the Congregation, said that 
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it was only six years since they had first met in that district to hold 
High Festival services. Thanks to his colleagues on the Committee, 
the organisers of the Hebrew School, the Ladies’ Auxiliary, and the 
Youth Auxiliary, their efforts to build a Synagogue had come to 
fruition. He felt that the enthusiasm and energy so far displayed 
augured well for the future of the Jewish Community in the Giffnock 
district. 

The toast of “ The Ladies’ Auxiliary ” was moved by Mr. J. Gordon, 
and replied to by Mrs. C. Markson. In responding to the toast of 
“The Visitors,’ moved by Mr. J. Levitt, Mr. L. Daets, J.P., offered 
the congratulations of the Queen’s Park Synagogue (of which he is 
Chairman) and expressed the hope that the two Congregations would 
work harmoniously togethtr. In certain matters, the two Congrega- 
tions were already discussing the possibilities of united action. A 
vote of thanks to the Chairman was proposed by Mr. H. Norton. 

Prior to the reception, the foundation-stone was laid by Mr. E. 
Levitus. Those participating in the service were Rabbis B. B. Atlas 
and J. D. Lurie, the Revs. M. S. Simmons, Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, and 
1. Hirshow, and Rabbi E. M. Levy (of Sydney). 


In view of the fact that a number of German-Jewish refugee children, 
taken in by the Gertrude Jacobson Orphanage immediately after the anti- 
Jewish outbursts in Germany in 1933, will soon be leaving the home, a 
fresh batch of refugees are to find shelter in the Orphanage. At a recep- 
tion in the Home on Sunday in honour of the Rev. E. P. Phillips, the 
Hon. President of the Orphanage, Mr. Max Phillips, the Chairman, said 
that the Rev, Mr. Phillips had been primarily responsible for the establish- 
ment of the Home twenty-five years ago, and had, till his departure from 
the city, acted as Chairman for fifteen years. The Rev. Mr. Phillips said he 
was pleased to see how happy the children in the Home were, and that 
the Council was maintaining tts splendid work. Other speakers were Messrs. 
Ellis Isaacs, A. Jacobson, S. Ginsburg, and Mrs. A. Samuel. 

Some time ago, the Management Committee of the Jewish Institute 
announced that the club's facilities would be at the disposal of Jewish 
people visiting the city during the period of the Empire Exhibition. In 
recent weeks, hundreds of Jewish visitors from England have taken advan- 
tage of this invitation, while other visitors to the club have come from 
New Zealand, Holland, America, Palestine, Rhodesia, Latvia, and Norway. 

The seriousness of the financial position of the Talmud Torah was.com- 
mented on by Mr. L. Daets, J.P., the Treasurer, at the monthly meeting 
of the Council, at which Mr. H. J. Coutts presided. To date, there is 
an excess of expenditure over income of about £1,000. It was reported 
that the sum of £125 had been collected by Mrs. L. Daets towards the 
expenses of the children’s outing to Campsie Glen. Mr. Coutts said that 
he had been approached by a number of young men who had indicated 
their desire to establish an Auxiliary to assist in raising funds for the Talmud 
Torah. The Council welcomed the suggestion, and offered every assistance 
for the inauguration of the Auxiliary.

Sports Editor’s Tribute to Boxer 


Mr. Jack Ingham, non-Jewish Sports Editor of the STAR. paid a fine 
tribute to Kid Berg in a recent article devoted to the boxer. He relates how 
a fight promoter, commenting on Berg’s success in the United States, said: 
“He's just a Jew-boy sticking in the fight 
game too long.” 

“That from a promoter who, not so 
long ago, would have gone on his knees 
to get the Kid to fight for him,” writes 
Ingham indignantly. “That about a man 
who has won ten and drawn one of twelve 
fights as a welter-weight. All in a heap 
and lately; in the States, too. It made me 
feel tll. 

“I got to know him for the first time 
when he was fighting Tony Canzoneri, the 
Chicago-Italian shoe-black,” he continues, 
“ Of course, the Kid was after a world title 
then. He was a light-weight and nobody 
could possibly say he was just a Jew-boy 
sticking in the fight game too long. 
You never heard anybody say he was just 
a Jew-boy then. At that time, Kid Berg 
was a great fighter from a race that pro- 
duces them, from a race that can take it. 
a race that always has taken it, anvway. 

“ Kid Berg fought Canzoneri three times, and was beaten every time. . . . 
He may be twenty-nine. He may be more. Some say he is all washed up 
as a battler, that there ts no bite in his fists, that he is finished. All this 
may be right—it seems very wrong from what is happening in the States. 
_. . But one thing I won't have from anybody. It is that Kid Berg is only 
a Jew-bov sticking in the fight game too long.” 

This is a well-deserved tribute to a fighter who has raised the prestige 
of British boxing in the American rings. Even to-day, when he is regarded 
as a back number, his dashing performances in the ring must command the 
admiration of all.

The annual report for 1937-38 gives a total membership of 807, with an 
average weekly attendance of 456 and 120 at week-ends. There are forty- 
two men associate members who attend classes. 530 members of the Club 
attended classes during the year, of whom 251 were over the age of twenty- 
one. [he majority of the classes are conducted by L.C.C. instructors. 

“ For many years,” states the report, “ we have advocated the provision 

of mixed classes as a medium for Jewish youth to work and _ think 
together. Although men have been attracted mainly to operatic, 
dramatic, and public-speaking classes, we welcome the tendency lately 
apparent to join English, French, and other classes, .. .”’ 
_ Thursday evenings are reserved*for mixed social activities organised by a 
joint committee of men and girl members, and during the year the Club 
has exchanged visits with various boys’ and men’s clubs. Mixed swimming 
was a successful innovation. 

Among the many amenities of the Club is an “Advice Bureau,” where 
Club workers “are trained to give an attentive ear and ready sympathy 
whatever te problem put forward.” There is also an Employment Bureau, 
a Climic, which does much remedial and preventive work, and a “ Guild 
of Silent Friends,” through which members in distress are helped by means 
of small weekly collections, the beneficiary remaining anonymous.

MOTORING NOTES 


CONSUMPTION TEST 


Very recently, the Royal Automobile Club’s technical officials tested 
a Hillman “ Minx” de luxe saloon 1938 model (or perhaps I should 
call it 1938-39) for its-fuel consumption. The car was fitted with the 
carburation system standard on this make, which includes a down- 
draught carburettor incorporating a pump to previde extra fuel for 
acceleration and full-threttle running actuated by a spring-loaded 
diaphragm controlled by the depression (suction) in the inlet pipe. 
The timing of the moment of the spark is controlled by another 
diaphragm, also actuated by the depression in the inlet pipe. Wide- 
gap sparking plugs were used in conjunction with a suitable induction 
coil. So that everything was exactly as is to be found on all “ Minx” 
models. 

Some people have an idea that pumping in extra petrol for accelera- 
tion is an extravagant system. The test proved conclusively it is not, 
and is, in fact, very economical. The trial was held over the Club's 
six standard routes, good give-and-take roads consisting of out and 
home runs from London on the roads to Cheltenham, Exeter, Stratford- 
on-Avon, Bath, Coventry,.and the Great North Road, and a total 
distance of 1,906.9 miles was run at an average speed of 23.5 miles per 
hour, excluding all stops. 

The weather was fine and no coasting was done down hills, so that 
the car was driven as an ordinary user would drive it on a holiday tour 
seeing the country. The official certificate issued states that the petrol 
consumption for the whole trip was at the rate of 47.59 miles per gallon. 

Various brands of No. | grade fuel were used, having been purchased 
at random on the road. My view is that the driver did not mdulge in 
too many extravagant bursts of very high speed, so that the run was 
effected very cheaply for fuel. Obviously the carburation system must 
be very good for a 9.8-h.p. four-cylinder engine to run with so low a 
fuel consumption with a total running weight of 21 cwt. and carrying 
two persons.

Much comment has been made by the motoring public on the 
constant pushing forward of the dates of issuing “mew season's 
programme ” when the present season has not nearly finished. I quite 
agree with a correspondeat who writes protesting against this practice. 
“Why should not the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
hold their annual motor show in November and issue their programme 
then,” he asks, “instead of July and August for programmes and 
October for the Show?” =|. 

His complaint is that he buys a so-called 1939 car now, /ut when he 
tries to sell it in 1940 it will be called a 1938 model and so he will 
receive less for it. It is areomplicated business, but as motor manu- 
facturing is the third largest trade in this country, one would suppose 
the makers know what is best for their industry. But it certainly 
puzzles the public. x

The second week of the account saw a further contraction in the 
volume of business in markets and the development of an easier 
tendency for prices in most sections. Apart from holiday influences, 
reasons were to be found in the sharp setback suffered in Wall Street 
at the end of last week and renewed uncertainty regarding the European 
situation. The latter was reflected particularly in the continued very 
heavy demand for gold by Continental hoarders, Their nervousness was 
enhanced by the scale of the German Army manoeuvres.

There 
is a feeling in some quarters now that the German Army manoeuvres 
are intended as much to impress the German people themselves as 
neighbouring countries. There are signs, particularly in the weakness 
on the German Bourse, that internal economic problems may engage a 
good deal of the German leaders’ time and thought in the future.

A new odstacle in the way of Public House Improvement has come to the 
fore receatiy when applications to magistrates for permission to alter licensed 
premises have been made. The Customs and Excise have urged that frequently 
alterations to cxisting licensed premises are really cases for new licences. 
1904 it was laid down that on the grant of a new on-licence the Justices must 
maxe it a condition that the applicants should pay to the State such sum as 
appeared to represent the difference between the licensed and unlicensed value 
of the premises. 1 think it is clear that Monopoly Value was intended to apply 
only to new on-licences, but the Customs and Excise are contending in many 
cases of alterations to licensed premises that a new licence must be applied 
tor.

“Musical Frolic” at the Hippodrome 


With Stanley Lupino in his best and most entertaining form and a 
show with a plot that wanders about with gay inconsequential improba- 
bility, the new Hippodrome “ musical frolic,” as it calls itself, proves 
for the most part a merry, happy-go-lucky evening's entertainment. 

it is a pity that Frances Day, with her outstanding abilities, has relatively 
poor material to work upon. But what she has she makes the most of. 
The life of the evening comes from Mr. Lupino, who at one moment comes 
forward and brings the audience into singing a chorus in real pantomime 
style.

CINEMA 
CO-OPERATION 


A Good Thing Going Wrong 
(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


Co-operation is the catchword of the moment, wherever people 
discuss the making and financing of films. Claimed as an English 
invention, although it was invented by necessity in France at least 
two years ago, it has spread in slightly different form even to 
Holly wood. 

How long will it last? 
last? 

In this country, at any rate, its life depends on the good sense of its 
disciples. In their first little affray with the Board of Trade that sense 
has not been strongly evident. The 1938 Films Act states clearly that 
for a film to rank as a single-quota British picture, its total labour 
costs are to be not less than £7,500 (minimum £1 per foot) and at least 
half the labour costs must be paid or payable to British subjects. For 
double quota:the labour costs must be £22,500; for treble quota, 
£37,500. 

To me that seems clear enough. But some of the co-operators 
do not seem to see it in the same way. They seek to produce, for 
example, a single quota film by paying for labour and services £4,500 
in cash, for instance, and giving promises to pay the remainder out 
of profits—if there are any profits. If there aren't it’s just too bad. 

The wise old Board of Trade will have none of it. Possibly they 
realise that in the last few years very few independently produced 
British films have made any profit at all. Saying, in effect, that 
every labourer is worthy of his hire, they insist that he must be paid 
normal remuneration erther wholly in cash or else by a note, 
enforceable in a court of law. 

Profit-sharing in itself is a most laudable thing, and co-operation 
can be made to work excellently in a film that is not keeping to the 
bare minimum expense required by the quota law. It has already 
been done here, in a film costing in all some £30,000, of which protably 
£15,000 was for labour. 

In Hollywood, Myron Selznick, the agent, is pioneering a co- 
operative movement, and Sam Goldwyn has just engaged Robert 
Riskin, writer of most of Capra’s successes, as a producer on a profit- 
sharing contract. 

We shall not know properly whether the catchword is. a catch- 
penny until the public have had the chance of paying profits to the 
co-operators. 

“ THE CROWD ROARS "—Empire (“A” Certificate)

MUSIC 
BLOCH’S PSALM 114 AT A “PROM.” 


Mary Bonin Sings In Hebrew 


The Promenade Concert at the Queen's Hall on Thursday evening of 
last week included Bloch’s “ Psalm 114” for soprano and orchestra, 
a work which ts not often to be heard in England. Like so much of 
Bloch’s work, it is rhapsodic and exalted in spirit, and it calls for a 
solo soprano who is thoroughly attuned to its mood. Mary Bonin, in 
her debut at Promenade Concerts, sustained the solo part extremely 
well, singing it in Hebrew, at the special request of the B.B.C. She 
well deserved her ovation. 

The performance as a whole was good. Moiseiwitsch played 
Rachmaninov’s -“ Rhapsody on a Theme of Paganini” with all his 
bravura and verve, but no amount of brilliance can altogether disgfiise 
the poverty of the work itself. I think E. J. Moeran, whose first 
symphony was also performed, has made a mistake in undertaking 
the symphonic form at all, for, although he has lovely musical thoughts, 
the work somehow lacks the cohesion and mastery that a large-scale 
symphony calls for. The programme opened with Elgar’s “ Intro- 
duction and Allegro for String Quartet and String Orchestra,” in 
which there is plenty of grip and cohesion and mastery, and everything 
¢lse which Elgar had in so much abundance. The result is as deeply 
Salislying as any except his very greatest works.

Possibly they 
realise that in the last few years very few independently produced 
British films have made any profit at all. 
every labourer is worthy of his hire, they insist that he must be paid 
normal remuneration either wholly in cash or else by a note 
enforceable in a court of law. 

Profit-sharing in itself is a most laudable thing, and co-operation 
can be made to work excellently in a film that is not keeping to the 
bare minimum expense required by the quota law. It has already 
been done here, in a film costing in all some £30,000, of which protably 
£15,000 was for labour. 

In Hollywood, Myron Selznick, the agent, is pioneering a ‘co- 
Operative movement, and Sam Goldwyn has just engaged Robert 
Riskin, writer of most of Capra’s successes, as a producer on a profit- 
sharing contract. 

We shall not Know properly whether the catchword is a catch- 
penny until the public have had the chance of paying profits to the 
co-operators. 

“ THE CROWD ROARS ”—Enmpire (“A” Certificate) 

This is the old, old story, but with a new-and powerful punch, of 
a boxer’s rise from obscurity to Madison Square fame. M.-G.-M. 
have assembled a cast of favourites that makes every part a delight and 
makes you doubi if any one could have been played better. Robert 
Taylor is a boxer, Frank Morgan is his thoughtless father who, for 
quick money, sells the boy's contract to gambler Edward Arnold. 
Nat Pendleton is a gambler-racketeer, too, and Lionel Stander is the 
trainer bequeathed to Taylor by ex-champ William Gargan. The 
inevitable girl in the story, Arnold’s schoolgirl daughter, is Maureen 
O'Sullivan. 

Possibly the boxer’s interest in “ The Decline and Fall of the Roman 
Empire” is unintentional comedy, but there are a number of really 
good wisecracks dropped into the picture to relieve the drama. The 
fight scenes are extremely well staged, and Taylor himself has been 
trained into sufficiently good shape and acts so unaffectedly that you 
are not allowed to question the feasibility of the story. 


“ THE TEXANS ”—Plaza (“ U ” Certificate) 

Most of the elemental things that won for the cinema its first great 
popularity are jig-sawed together in this large-scale “* Western.” In 
a tale of southern ranching at the close of America’s Civil War, the 
picture's huge canvas embraces a “covered wagon” trek to Kansas 
from Texas, fights with Indians and Northerners, a blizzard, a dust 
storm and a prairie fire, a cattle stampede, human love, jealousy, 
courage and hate, and the driving of ten thousand steers across the 
Rio Grande. The pieces fit together very neatly to form a vivid whole 
that is richly spectacular, exciting, and thoroughly entertaining. 

Joan Bennett, Randolph Scott, and Walter Brennan are the leads, 
and May Robson gives a grand performance as the heroine’s active, 
outspoken Grandma.

When you have granted the dramatic licence that allows a police- 
man to be a notorious gangster’s absolute double in likeness and voice, 
you can sit back and enjoy a competently-made drama.

There are many good moments in this too crazy affair, many gags 
that deserve a better setting. For the hcnest truth is that the writers 
have overloaded it with lunacy to the point where it has become inane.

MUSIC 
BLOCH’S PSALM 114 AT A “PROM.” 


Mary Bonin Sings In Hebrew 


The Promenade Concert at the Queen's Hall on Thursday evening of 
last week included Bloch’s “ Psalm 114” for soprano and orchestra, 
a work which is not often to be heard in England. Like so much of 
Bloch’s work, it is rhapsodic and exalted in spirit, and it calls for a 
solo soprano who is thoroughly attuned to its mood. Mary Bonin, in 
her début at Promenade Concerts, sustained the solo part extremely 
well, singing it in Hebrew, at the special request .of the B.B.C. She 
well deserved her ovation. 

The performance as a whole was good. 
Rachmaninov’s “ Rhapsody on a Theme of Paganini” with all his 
bravura and verve, but no amount of brilliance can altogether disguise 
the poverty of the work itself. I think E. J. Moeran, whose first 
symphony was also performed, has made a mistake in undertaking 
the symphonic form at all, for, although he has lovely musical thoughts, 
the work somehow lacks the cohesion and mastery that a large-scale 
symphony calls for. The programme opened with Elgar’s “ Intro- 
duction and Allegro for String Quartet and String Orchestra,” in 
which there is plenty. of grip and cohesion and mastery, and avery Wildl 
else which Elgar had in so much abundance. The result is as deeply 
satisfying as any except his very greatest works.

NE of my functions, not self-sought, is to 
(answer as best I can some of the innumer- 

able questions addressed to me by readers 
whose thirst for information ts, I regret to say, 
often far in excess of my ability, for reasons of 
space or lack of wisdom, to satisfy. One 
correspondent has asked me about shaatnez, 
and | will endeavour to enlighten him and 
others who may have been puzzled by the same 
question. 

“Or Divers Sorts ” 


In the 19th Chapter of Leviticus, among 
other prohibitions, the Israelite was told: 
=. neither shall there come upon thee a 
garment of two kinds of stuff mingled 
together 33). The command 
is repeated with more precision in Deutero- 
nomy: “Thou shalt not wear a mingled stuff, 
wool and linen together.” It is not surprising 
that the precept should arouse some wonder- 
ment in the mind of my nephew, for it has 
greatly puzzled Jewish scholars, and some of 
them, particularly the early Rabbis, gave up the 
riddle altogether. They declared that there was 
no obvious reason for this command, obedience 
to which was therefore a test of loyalty to the 
Divine commands. Even Rashi was baffled and 
classed the precept as among “ the decrees of 
the King Whose secret let rio one probe.” 

IDOLATRY ? 


Maimonides was not prepared to make such 
an easy surrender to a difficult problem, and 
he suggests, with some show of plausibility, 
that the wearing of such garments was a 
practice of heathen priests, and the Hebrews 
were warned against imitating anything that 


savoured of idolatry. He quotes other 
Biblical prohibitions which have the same 
object. Nachmanides has a somewhat similar 


explanation. He points out that wool and flax 
are derived from the animal and vegetable 
creations; by mixing them something different 
is formed which is not natural and, therefore, 
partakes of magic. As magic is used for 
irreligious purposes, it is forbidden to Jews. 


PRISON GARB 


A much more interesting explanation, quoted 
some years ago in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE by 
Dr. Abelson, is that of a Russo-Jewish scholar 
of last century, Isaac Baer Levinson. He saw 


some. significance in the word O°N52 which may 
have an association with prison. Thus we find 
the word somewhat differently punctuated in 
Isaiah xlii, 22, where the prophet refers to 


“prison houses.” Levinson suggests 
that when the Israelites were slaves in Egypt 
they were compelled to wear a distinctive garb 
made of wool and linen. Possibly through 
custom they continued to retain this kind of 
garment after their liberation, and Moses, who 
wanted to wean the people from all association 
with their former slave state, issued this pro- 
hibition, The suggestion carries additional 
weight from the fact that the word BOywW 
is probably of Egyptian origin. It is very 
similar to a Coptic word meaning a particular 
kind of fibre, and we know that much of Coptic 
is derived from ancient Egyptian. 
FROM DEGRADATION TO DIGNITY 


Levinson’s theory is thus beautifully inter- 
preted by Dr. Abelson: “ The continued wear- 
ing of slave-garb by the Israelites would spoil 
their morals and weaken their morale. They 
might yield to temptation of indolence or 
cowardice or self-contempt. As a nation 
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destined to fight their way in the teeth of end- 
less hostility, they must have the courage, the 
manliness, the fearlessness of free men. These 
virtues they could never acquire as long as 
they wore garments which spelt the impotence, 
the humiliation of serfdom. The Jew must go 
through life with dignity and with uplifted 
head. With the slave-raiment on his back he 
could never hope to touch such high levels.”

THE TEMPLE 


The Midrash comments on the fact that the 
Temple was only called by the name of Jacob and 
not by that of Abraham or Isaac. Thus Isaiah 
prophesies that in days to come the peoples will 
say: “Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain 
of the Lord, to the house of the God of Jacob.” 

The peculiarity is illustrated by a parable. A 
king once intimated to three of his friends his 
intention of building a palace on a site which he 
showed them. One friend remarked slightingly 
that a mountain was not a suitable position for a 
palace. Another sneered at the site as an open 
field. Only the third friend commended the site 
as proper for the erection of the king’s abode. 

Thus Abraham, when he went with Isaac to the 
spot where the Temple was afterwards to stand, 
called it “ the mount of the Lord ” (Gen. xxu, 14). 
Isaac, when blessing Jacob, alluded to the site of 
the future Temple as “a field which the Lord 
hath blessed " (Gen. xxvii, 27). Only Jacob called 
the site by the proper name when, on awaking 
from his vision, he exclaimed: “ This is none other 
than the house of God and this is the gate of 
Heaven.” Therefore the Temple was called by 
his name. 

The Voice 

When we are inclined to do wrong, to be dis- 
obedient, to tell a lie from cowardice, or to be 
selfish and unkind, we know that a small voice 
within us, which we call our conscience, bids us 
resist that inclination and get the better of it. That 
is God's voice bidding us be good. And sometimes 
it urges us not only not to do something wrong, 
but to do something right. It seems to say: “Do 
the right even if it is hard.” Surely that is the 
voice of God.—C. G. MONTEFIORE.
